CHICAGO DELUGED 
BY A CLOUDBURST 


Early Evening Storm Fills 
Many Basements and Causes 
Dismay to the Thea- 

ter Crowds. 


HARDEST RAIN IN YEARS. 


Down-Town Sewers Unequal to 
the Flood and Restaurant 
and Hotel Patrons 
Suffer. 


A literal cloudburst deluged Chicago last 
evening. Within an hour more than an inch 
of water fell and flooded the streets, and 
the rain gauge on the Auditorium tower reg- 
istered a heavier rainfall than it has 
recorded in so short a space of time in many 
years, 

The storm, which was accompanied by 
severe lightning and loud claps of thunder, 
Swept over the city at 7 o’clock. Beginning 
with a light fall, the rain increased steadily 
until 7:30, when the downpour was extraor- 
dinary. The storm was purely local, al- 
though heavy electrical storms were pre- 
valent all over the upper lake and Missis- 
sippi Valley region. 

A squall on the lake,. which preceded the 
cloudburst, endangered shipping, and dan- 
ger signals were hoisted on the weather 
tower. 


Calls It a Cloudburst. 

Professor Cox’s assistant at the Weather 
bureau described the storm as a cloudburst. 

‘It was one of the heaviest falls we have 
had in many years in Chicago inan hour's 
time,” he said. ‘‘ During the entire rain 
the fall recorded was 1.10 inches. Thelight- 
ning accompanying the storm was severe 
and flashes could be seen on nearly all of 
the instruments in this office. 

“The cloudbursts of our Western district 
are only exaggerated thunder-storms and 
are local and short lived, and result 
from the overturning of a large mass of un- 
stable atmosphere. This was one of them.” 


Theater Crowds Drenched. 


Theater-goers who had left their homes in 
the outlying districts arrived down-town 
just as the rain was heaviest and the cars 


‘ emptied their passengers into flooded streets. 


Many who were without umbrellas ran from 
doorway to doorway, seeking shelter. 

At the Grand Opera-House the basement 
was flooded with water nearly a foot deep. 
All the dressing-rooms had to be vacated 
and the chorus girls were compelled to don 
their costumes behind the sceneg, 

At the Studebaker Theater the conditions 
were much the same and many of the cos- 
tumes had to be dried before they could 
be worn. Although the performance at the 
Chicago Opera-House was not delayed, the 
floors of the dressing-rooms there were cov- 
ered with water two inches deep. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock the managers of the 
Columbus Theater at Eighteenth street and 
Wabash avenue asked for a fire engine to 
pump out the basement, the flood having 
extinguished the furnace fires and stopped 
the operation of the electric light plant. 
The performance was delayed half an hour. 

Three feet of water filled the basement of 
Glickman’s Theater in Desplaines street, 


near Madison. The dressing rooms were in- 


accessible. 

Several hundred persons were held pris- 
oners by the rain at the Chicago and North- 
western railroad station. All the incoming 
trains brought theater parties and women in 
evening gowns were compelled to stand 
about in the waiting rooms until the rain 
stopped. Even the few who were fortunate 


enough to secure carriages had to walk | 


through the rain to reach them. 


Big Hotel in Darkness. 


At the Palmer house the water ran into 
the basement like a cataract and flooded the 
engine-room so that the hotel was left in 
partial darkness for nearly a quarter of an 
hour. A dam was constructed of sawdust 
between the engine-room and the main base- 
ment, and, after the water had been bailed 
out, the lighting plant was started again. 

At the Victoria Hotel seteral. inches of 
water routed the cooks from the kitchen, 
and the guests were compelled to remain 
hungry until the water had been drained 
away. 

At the Wellington the kitchen floor was 
covered with two inches of water. 

The basement of the Chicago club was 
flooded with more than a foot of water. 

The kitchen at the Auditorium also suf- 
fered, and the barber shop at the Victoria 
was deluged. 


Basement Restaurants Flooded. 

Basement restaurants in the down-town 
districts were almost put out of business 
after the rain. Water poured down the out- 
side stairways from the sidewalks and 
backed up from the sewers. Many of the 
basements of the State street stores were 
knee deep in water. Few of the shops es- 
caped. 

Before it had been raining half an hour 
there were scores of appeals to the Firo de- 
partment for assistance in. removing the 
water from the flooded buildings. 

Owing to the large number of calls for help 
the department was unable to furnish as- 


sistance to any of them. 


Flood Overtaxes the Sewers. 

Rector’s restaurant was among the first 
to report trouble. Large sections of the 
floor were covered with about two inches 
ef water, but the guests sought other por- 
tions of the house, and were not compelled 
to leave. The water was removed in about 
an hour. The failure of the Clark street 
sewer caused the trouble. 

Becker .& Jackson, at Lake street and 
Wabash avenue, were compelled to suspend 
business for the evenii.g. A foot and a half 
of water covered the floor, tables and chairs 
floated around, and the guests almost swam 

t. 

o"rhe American, at State and Adams streets, 
was in much the same condition. A foot 
of water flooded the room, and it required 
two hours to pump it out. 

.The Boston Oyster House and the Sara- 
toga restaurant caught more than their 
share of the flood. Both places were in 
trouble early, but business was not seriously 
affected. 

The rear of the basement in De Jonghe’s 
was flooded, and the North American res- 
taurant was another sufferer. Wosslick’s 
eaught about two inches of water, which was 
quickly drained off. 

Schlesinger & Mayer’s basement, in their 
new building on Madison street, was flood- 
ed, but there was no serious damage done. 
The steam pumps were started and the

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THROUGH A SEWER 10 ROB 


BURGLAR WORKS MONTHS, BAF- 
FLING VICTIM AND POLICE. 


Finally Caught Through Alarm At- 
tached to Cover of Pipe in Cellar— 
Sidney Yeomans, Druggist at 3360 


State Street, Loses $1,000 Worth of 


Stock Through Operation - Paul 
Shiepan, Son of a Saloonkeeper at 
Thirty-fifth Street, Arrested. 


Using a sewer pipe as an entrance, Paul 
Shiepan, 17 years old, has been robbing the 
drug store of Sidney Yeomans at 8360 State 
street for months, baffling efforts to capture 
him. 

He was caught yesterday and made a con- 
fession. As a result of the confession, Leo 
Levy, 19 years old, living at 51 Thirty-first 
street, and George Polizorous, 3456 State 
street, were arrested as accessories. John 
Corrigan, who has a notion store at 3304 
State street, was arrested on the charge of 
receiving stolen property. Shiepan is the 
son of Herman Shiepan, saloonkeeper at 
Thirty-fifth and State streets. 

Booty Worth $1,000. 

For five months Yeomans has been miss- 
ing stock from his drug store. Cigars prin- 
cipally were taken, although on several oc- 
casions the cash till was rified. At least $1,000 
worth of goods has been stolen. To catch the 
thief the proprietor resorted to all sorts of 
devices. He watched in front the store at 
night time, tried sleeping in the store, had 
the place guarded by two dogs, and rigged up 
a system of burglar alarms. For two weeks 
a policeman from the Stanton Avenue Sta- 
tion was stationed in the store. All these 
plans failed, and last week Mr. Yeomans 
decided that the thief operated in the day- 
time. Searching about the basement, he 
found behind a pile of rubbish a section of 
sewer pipe which had been used at one time 
to drain water from the basement next door. 
The pipe was fitted with a wooden cover, 
and it occurred to Mr. Yeomans that this 
might be the entrance used by thethief. He 
applied a burglar alarm to this. Yesterday 
noon the bell sounded in the drug store. 
While the proprietor ran down-stairs, A. C. 
Caldwell, one of the clerks, ran into the alley 
in the rear, while another clerk telephoned 
to the police. 

When Mr. Yeomans reached the cellar the 
cover had been removed from the sewer 
pipe. He went into the next basement and 
saw a man disappearing through a door. 
He followed till the fugitive ascended a 
stairway leading to the alley in the rear of 
the Mecca Building, where Caldwell, the 
clerk, met him, and theintruder was caught. 

Colored Suspects Arrested. 

Armed with revolver and carrying masks 
two colored men were arrested by Detectives 
McMullen and Rooney of the Englewood Sta- 
tion last evening after a struggle. The two, 
one of whom was over 6 feet tall, were walk- 
ing rapidty east in Sixty-sixth street, near 
Yale avenue, when the detectives, who were 
approaching from an opposite direction, 
stopped them. The men attempted to resist, 
but were disarmed after a struggle.

INQUIRY CERTAIN 


Governor Yates Promises Full 
Investigation of the Man- 
agement at, Jack- 
sonville. 


WOMAN FORCES ACTION. 


Mrs. Martin McHugh Declares- 


Her Husband Seriously Hurt 
by the Cruelty of 
Attendants. 


Bloomington, Ill., May 24.—[Special.]— 
Governor Yates has at last decided upon 
a_formal investigation of the conduct of 
the Jacksonyille Insane Asylum. The evi- 
dence laid before the Governor by Mrs. 
Martin McHugh of this eity concerning the 
treatment accorded her husband was of such 
a character that it could not be slighted, 
and it is believed by Mrs. McHugh that the 
revelations will startle the people of Illi- 
nolis. 

Mrs. McHugh stated today that she would 
rather have seen the corpse of her hus- 
band than to find him in such a shocking 
condition as a result, she claims, of bar- 
barous treatment. Her apprehensions were 
aroused when she first went to the asylum 
and was refused admittance, and only by 
making threats of an appeal to the Govern- 
or was she able to effect admittance to the 
ward in which her husband was confined. 


Finds Man Physical Wreck. 


Instead of the man fairly strong and in 
ordinary health, Mrs. McHugh found her 
husband with a broken rib, legs scalded so 
deeply into the flesh that the wounds may 
never heal, deep gashes over the eyes, and 
wounds all over his face and body. She lost 
no time in securing his transfer to the Bar- 
tonville Asylum at Peoria, although the 
change required a, dozen or more letters 
from the most influential men of Blooming- 
ton, 

For seven months prior to the incarcera- 
tion of Wer husband in Jacksonville Mrs. 
McHugh says he was confined in the insane 
ward in the McLean County farm here, the 
quota of this county being reached and the 
institution refusing to increase the number. 

Superintendent Karr of the county farm 
here told Mrs. McHugh that in all that seven 
months he never had any occasion to use 
force with her husband, that he was always 
tractable, and that his only weakness was 
that of truancy. He had to be watched to be 
kept from running away. He never was vio- 
lent and it never was necessary to . 
straitjacket or to bind him. 


Tells of Kicks and Beatings. 
At Jacksonville, according to the evidence 


-by Mrs. McHugh, upon the slightest prove=" 


cation, her hushand was knocked down and 
In his moments when 
memory was restored to him Mr. McHugh 
told his wife that the favorite punishment 
by the attendants was to pound the patients 
upon the face and head with the heels of 
their shoes, and also to strike them with the 
heavy bunches of keys that they carried. 

McHugh must have been kicked in the side 
and one or two ribs broken. The surgeons 
evidently were not called, as the Bartonville 
surgeons found that the flesh had grown 
against the broken ribs, owing to lack of 
care. 

Since McHugh was taken to the Bartonville 
asylum he has brightened up considerably, 
but Mrs. McHugh was given no hope of any 
considerable improvement. The intimation 
she received was in effect that the treatment 
was largely responsible for his rapid decline 
and that she need not be surprised to hear of 
his death. 

Transferred Just in Time. 


Mrs. McHugh Is confident that if she had 
not secured the order for the transfer of her 
husband to Bartonville when she did he 
would have died at the asylum. Shetelisa 
story of her experiences at Jacksonville and 
of the discoveries she made that appears al- 
most incredible. The men’s ward, she sayé, 
is revolting in its appearance, and there isa 
general lack of attention to the comfort and 
health of the patients. She heard some 
stories of cruelty to patients that were even 
worse than those she had personal cogni- 
gance of. 

Since the exposure by Mrs. McHugh it 
has been recalled that two residents of 
Bloomington who died at the Jacksonville 
asylum within the last year were found cov- 
ered with wounds of various descriptions by 
the undertakers here. John Ryan, one vic- 
tim, had deep gashes onghis face and on 
various parts of his body, 1nd James Doolan 
also was cut up and bruised, deep scratches 
being found on his face. 


To Sue State for Damages. | 

The investigation promised is awaited here 
with impatience and a sweeping reform is 
hoped for. Mrs. McHugh has engaged law- 
yers and will likely sue the State for dam- 
ages on account of the treatment of her hus- 
band. 

Mrs. McHugh is determined to go ahead 
and secure satisfaction and will besupported 
by the people of Bloomington, large numbers 
expressing much sympathy for her husband 
and offering aid in her efforts to show up the 
ill-treatment to which patients are subject- 
ed and secure a reform forall patients of the 
future. |

DRIVERS OF HUMPING 


UNION DECIDES TO CEASE CARRY- 
ING GOODS INTO STORES. 


It Is Held That Lugging Heavy Bags 
and Boxes Deform Teamsters’ Showl- 
ders, and a New Rule Will Take 
Effect a Week from Tomorrow— 
Strike at Eisendrath Glove Factory 


Complete Victory. 


There are to be no more bent backs and 
bowed’ shoulders among the teamsters of 
Chicago, for the Truck Drivers’ union has 
decided that “humping ’—their expression. 
for carrying goods from the wagons into the 
stores—must g0. Not content with shorter 
hours and more pay the members of the 
union, in regular meeeting, have decreed that 
a teamster is not paid for carrying a heavy 
weight on his back from the edge of the side- 
walk to the rear of the store. His duty is 
teaming and not “ humping.” 

This part of their work has been rankling 
in the minds of the teamsters since their 
union became strong enough to dictate terms, 
Complaints have been coming to the officers 
day after day that certain merchants re- 
quire the teamsters to carry loads from the 
wagon even to the ice boxes and down cellar. 
The men objected, but were told they would 
lose their places unless they continued to 
obey the dictates of the receiver of the goods. 
These threats roused the wrath of the officers 
and they started to investigate. 


“Humping”’ Carried Too Far. 


“ Why things are so bad,” remarked Presi- 
dent Hugh McGee of the union, “ that one 
of the merchants ordered a union man to 
carry a bag of potatoes hauled by some one 
else—a farmer who knew his business I be- 
lieve—from the edge of the walk to the base- 
ment and that fool union man wae afraid 
to refuse. This sort of things has gone too 
far.’’ 

“But will the big. merchants stand for 
the rule?’ asked one of the men in the head- 
quarters at 186 Washington street. 

“What do we care for the big merchants 
or little merchants,’’ was the response. ‘“The 
unton stands for it and that is enough. We 
are hired as teamsters and not as humpers. 
Look at that back; that man is a truck team- 
ster, and he isdeformed. 

“The day has gome by when a man will 
carry a bag of salt through the store and 
down the back staircase. Why, sometimes 
a little vagrant comes along and slices a 
hole ina bag of flour while he is doing it 
and some one steals a pail of lard or a piece 
of dried beef. The teamster has to pay for 
that and he is not in the work of helping the 
flour and beef trust.’’ 


Drop It on Sidewalk. 


The resolution of the teamsters goes into 
effect a week from tomorrow and any mem- 
ber found guilty of breaking the rule is to be 
fined $5. : 

Under. the new rule the teamster has sim- 
ply to hoist his stuff on the wagon, ar- 
range it, and then drop it on the sidewalk 
at its destination. Should the receiver re- 
fuse to accept it under such terms the men 
are ordered to take it back and not carry it 
again. The.new order affects over 7,000 men 
who belong to the organization. 


PDECLARES CATHOLIC VOTES 
WERE SOLD TO MARK HANNA. 


The Rev. T. J. Morgan Makes a Sensa- 
tional Attack on Archbishop Ireland 
at Baptist Meeting at St. Paul. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 24.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. T. J. Morgan, corresponding secretary 
of Baptist Home Mission society, today made 
a sensational attack upon Archbishop Ire- 
land, whom he accused of having bargained 
with Senator Hanna for the Catholic vote. 

The Archbishop was asked this evening 
for his opinion of Mr. Morgan's allegations. 

“I shall not condescend to reply to such 
a statement,”’ was the Archbishop’s only 
answer. 

Mr. Morgan, in his address today, said: 

“Archbishop Ireland wields a tremendous 
power in politics, which he is using for the 
Roman Church. I cannot prove it absolute- 
ly, but I am morally certain that in tne 
last election Mark Hanna, representing the 
Republican party, of which lama member, 
formally agreed with Archbishop Ireland, 
representing a great mass of voters, that, 
in consideration of turning over these votes 
to the Republican party, the Roman Church 
would be given concessions in the Indian 
schools. And when issues arose thereafter, 
and Indian officials were inclined to oppose 
the claims of the Romanist with regard to 
the Indians, they were told by higher au- 
thority that the bargain had been made and 
must be carried out.” ‘ 

Mr. Morgan's attack was the subject of 
private discussion among the delegates after 
the session closed, and it was the impression 
that the end had not yet been heard of the 
accusation against the Archbishop of St. 
Paul and the chairman of the Republican 
National committee.

wanted in Paris for a big swindle was at 
first believed to have a bearing on the Hum- 
bert case. but it was proved today that he 
was no way involved, However, it is ex- 
pected that the Humberts will be in custody 
here before many days have passed. 
M. Edmond Bruwaert, the French Coneuf 
General in this city, has received from the

Eva Humbert 
shows a slender girl of probably 20 years, 
with a sad face, the features of which are 
not so marked or prominent as In the case 
of Mme. Humbert. Her description says 
that she has excellent teeth, is tall, witha 
pale complexion, blonde hair, and long, slen- 
der feet. 

Marie Pauline d’Aurignac is described as 
a woman of 35 years, with good teeth, black 
eyes, brown hair, and 5 feet 2 inches in 
height. 

Romain d’Aurignac is 5 feet 5 inches tg 
height, of a dark, swarthy complexion, heavy 
mustache, full face, stout, and speaks Frenchy 
and Spanish fluently.

The details of the Humbert case are so 
astounding as to seem utterly impossible; 
and yet every word is true. The heroine of 
it is Madame Frederic Humbert, the wife 
of M. Frederic Humbert, advocate of the 
Court of Appeal, ex-deputy for the Depart- 
ment of the Seine-et-Marne, and son of the 
late M. Humbert, Minister of Justice in 
the Freycinet Cabinet, President of the 
Cour des Comptes, and Viee President of the 
Senate.

President Roosevelt and the members of 
the Cabinet were escorted from the White 
Howse by a file of minute men dressed in the 
uniform of continental days. When the 
President arrived at the Presidential stand 
the entire aseemblage arose and greeted him 
with lusty cheers. After an impressive in- 
vacation by the Rev. Dr. Stafford, who took 
the place of Cardinal Gibbons, President 
Roosevelt delivered the address of welcome.

As the President concluded his address the 
Countess de Rochambeau caught up the 
cords to the flags enveloping the statue and 
the massive figure emerged through the folds 
of red, white, and blue.

The ceremony of unveiling was fixed for 
11 o’clock this morning, but long before 
that hour the streets were filled with 
marching men and with a great crowd 
eager to witness the exercises and review. A 
battalion of French seamen arrived by spe- 
cial train from Annapolis early in the day, 
and, headed by the band from the French 
battleship, swung through Pennsylvanta 
avenue to Lafayette square, where the 
shrouded figure of the French Field Mar- 
shal awaited the signal for unveiling. 

The American troops were under com- 
mand of Major General 8S. B. M. Young. 


President Roosevelt’s Welcome. 


President Roosevelt in his address of wel- 
come said: 

‘** Mr. Ambassador and You, the Represent- 
atives of the Mighty Republic of France: I 
extend to you on behalf of the people of the 
Unjted States the warmest and most cordial 
greeting. We appreciate to the full all that 
is implied in this embassy, qomposed of such 
men as those who have been sent over here 
by President Loubet to commemorate the un- 
velling of the statue of the great Marshal 
who, with the soldiers and sailors of France, 
struck the decisive blow In the war which 
started this country on the path of inde- 
pendence among the nations of the earth. 

“TT am sure that I give utterance to the 
sentiments of every citizen of the United 
States, of every American to whom the honor 
and the glory of our republic in the past, as 
in the present, are dear, when I say that we 
prize this fresh proof of the friendship of 
the French people, not only because it is 
necessarily pleasing to us to have the friend- 
ship of a nation so mighty in war and so 
mighty in peace as France has ever shown 
herself to be, but because it is peculiarly 
pleasant to feel that, after a century and a 
quarter of independent existence as a nation, 
the French republic should feel that in that 
century and a quarter we have justified the 
sacrifices France made in our behalf. 

“Tam sure, my fellow-citizens, that you 
welcome the chance which brings it about 
‘that this embassy of the French people 
should come to our shores at the time when 
we, in our turn, have done our part In starting 
on the path of independence a sister republic 
—the republic of Cuba. 


America’s Debt to France. 

“Mr. Ambassador, the American people, 
peculiarly because they are the American 
people, and because the history of the United 
States has been 86 interwoven with what 
France has done for us; also because they 
are part of the whole world, which acknowl- 
edges and must ever acknowledge ina pecu- 
Mar degree the headship of France along so 
many lines in the march of progress and 
civilization—the American people, through 
me, extend their thanks to you and tn their 
name I beg to express my acknowledgments 
to the embassy that has come here, and to 
‘President Loubet. and all of the French 
nation, both for the deed and for the mag- 
nanimous spirit that lay behind the doing of 
the deed, and I thank you.”’ 


Statue Is Unveiled. 
As the President closed his remarks the 
Countess de Rochambeau drew aside the 
vella enveloping the figure, bringing into 
view the massive bronze proportions of the 
famous French commander. standing proud- 
ly erect, with arm outstretched, directing the 
‘fortunes of war on the field o rkhtown. A 
j great cheer went up from hmet and 


Americans alike, and, at the same instant, 
the Marine Band broke into the strains of 
the Marseillaise.”’ As the French national 
hymn died away Ambassador Cambon es- 
corted to the front of the platform the 
youthful sculptor, M. Hamaar, who execut- 
ed the statue. Then the Ambassador, speak- 
ing in French, delivered a brief address. He 
reviewed the events which led France to 
‘gend@ Rochambeau to assist the American 
colonists, and spoke of the friendly rela- ' 
tions always existing between France and 
the United States. He closed by saying: 
-* This friend#hip you have proven to us. 
The French Antilles have just suffered the 
shock of a tragic event, of a catastrophe 
the like of which the world had not witnessed 
for twenty centuries. The President of the 
United States, Congress, and the American 
people have vied with oneanother in prompt- 
ress to send relief to our stricken country- 
men. Permit me to avail myself of this 
solemn occasion, and to thank publicly, in 
the name of my government and country, 
you yourself, Mr. President, and the entire 
population of these United States. 

‘“*You have shown by this act that some- 
thing new had taken birth between the na- 
tions, that they might be united by a bond 
of disinterested sympathy and of mutual 
good will, and that those ideals of justice 
and of liberty for which our fathers fought 
and bled together 120 years since had really 
borne fruit in the hearte of men.” | 


General Porter’s Address. 

Following the French Ambassador, Gener- 
a) Horace Porter, the United States Ambas- 
sador to France, delivered an address, high- 
ly eulogistic of the French General who aid- 
ed the colonists. He closed by saying: 

“This statue is not simply to commemo- 
rate war but to typify peace and good will 
between the newest republic of the old world 
and the oldest’ republic of the new world. 
Seas made us distant, comradeship has made 
us near. This inauguration takes place be- 
neath the three resplendent colors which at 
the present day are those of the respective 
banners of the sister republics. Their folds 
have a right to be placed in close touch, for 
the old flags which they represent were in- 
terlaced in battle, waved together in victory, 
and were intertwined in peace. May the 
ruthless hand of discord never rend them 
asunder.’ 


Oration by Senator Lodge. 

The oration of the day was delivered by 
Benator Lodge of Massachusetts, who said 
in part: 

«The new world of North America has 
had a long and close connection with the 
people of France. At the dawn of the six~- 
teenth century Breton fishermen had fol- 
lowed in the track of the Cabots and were 
plying their dangerous trade off the coast 
of Newfoundland. Thirty years later Car- 
tier was in the St. Lawrence laying the 
foundation of New France by the mighty 
river of the North. When the century had 
just passed its meridian the Huguenots came 
to Florida, and the great name of Coligny 
links itself with our history as the inspirer 
of distant expeditions to the untrodden 
shores of America even when France was 
torn with the wars of religion. 

“ When driven from the South, the French 
still held their grip on the heritage of Car- 
tier. Champlain gave his name to the great 
lake of New England, where rival nations 
were ore day to fight for dominion. 

“ Presently it appeared that there was not 
room enough even in the vast wilderness 
of North America for the rival powers of 
France Hrn@iand. “A few shots fired by 
sundry Virginians under the command of 
George Washington, whose namé, springing 
forth suddenly from the backwoods, was 
then first heard in two continents, began a 
stubborn war, which ended only with the 
fall-of the French power and the triumph of 
England and the English colonies. 

“Thus was a new situation cfeated in 
North America. Instead of two rival powers 
struggling for mastery, one reigned supreme 
from the St. Lawrenee to Florida. 


‘Beginning of the Revolution. . 

“The rejoicings at the close of the vio- 
torious waf bad hardly. ended, the congratu- 
lations to the ‘Great Commoner’ had hard+ 
ly ceased, the statue of George Ill. .was 
scarcely firm on its pedestal when the Amer- 
icans in wrath against the stamp act. 
Evglend gave way sufficiently to make the 
colonists realizé their powef, and yet not so 
completely as to extinguish suspicion and 
hostility. There was lull, a period of 
ing, deceptive calm., Then the storm broke 
again, and this time there was not wisdoin 
enough left im London to allay it. 

“ again France appeared upon the conti- 
nent where for $0 many years she had played 
such a great part and had fought so brave- 
ly and so unavailingly for dominion. The 
French government aided us with money and 
with men, by land and by sea, but the de- 
cisive force was that which landed at New- 
port in the long July days of 1780. 

“To that brave, well officered, Highly dis- 
ciplined army we raise 4 monument today 
by placing here, in the nation’s capital, the 
statue of its commander. For their service 
and for his own we owe him a debt of grati- 
tude for which we would here make lasting 


| ment of the gallant figure of a gallant gentle- 
man. Born in 1725 of noble family, a native 
of Vendéme, Jean Baptiste Donatien de 
Vimeur Comte de Rochambeau, had just 
passed his fifty-fifth birthday when he lafided 
at Newport. His career had been long dis- 
tinguished. He had shared in all the cam- 
paigns of France from the time when his 
elder brother's death had taken him from 
the church in which he was about to become 
a priest and placed him in the army. He 
fought the Prince Ferdinand of Brunswick 
and captured the fortress of Regenstein in 
1757. At Crefeld he sustained for a long time 
the attack of the Prussian army. He took 
a leading part in the battle of Minden and 
was again wounded at Klostercamp. After 
the peace Rochambeau was often consulted 
by Ministers, but never would take office. 
At last, in March, 1780, he was made Lieu- 
tenant General and sent with the French 
to America. 

“He reached the United States at a dark 
hour for the American cause. The first fervor 
of resistance had cooled, the dctive fighting 
had subsided in the North, Congress had 
grown feeble and inert, government and 
finance both dragged heavily, and it seemed 
as if the revolution, so successful in the field, 


would founder upon the rocks of politi 
executive incapacity,’ 


Triumph at Yorktown, 


Senator Lodge then reviewed the h 
of the negotiations between Wadhintiten 
Rochembeau leading up to the decision to 
besiege Cornwallis at Yorktown. He de- 
scribed that siege, the combined French and 
American assaults, the surrender of the Eng- 
lish ermy, and the closing events of the 
war. He concluded by saying: 

“ Through all these events, through all the 
months of weary waiting, through the weeks 
of rapid march and the hurrying days of 
siege and battle, there shine out brightly 
the fine qualities of the French General. 
Nothing is more difficult than the manage- 
ment in war of allied forces. Here there 
was never a jar. Rochambeau was large 
minded enough to understand the greatness 
of Washington, to realize the height of 
mind and the power of character which in- 
vested the American leader with a dignity 
beyond aught that royal birth or kingly 
title could confer. No emall jealousies 
marred their intercourse. They wrought to- 
gether for a common cause, and the long 
experience, the thorough training, the keen 
‘military intelligence, the wisdom and hon- 
est purpose of Rochambeau were all freely 
given to the Americans and their com- 
mander. Honor and gratitude then to 
Rochambeau for what he did for us, and 
gratitude and honor likewise to De Grasse 
and De Barras for the sea power with which 
they upheld and sustained both Washington 
and Rochambeau.” 


Closing of the Ceremony. 


As Mr. Lodge closed the French band 
played the “* Star Spangled Banner.” ‘The 
closing remarks of the day were by General 
Brugere of the French army. 

Bishop Satterless brought the ceremonies 
to a close with benediction, and the French 
and American forces passed in review before 
the President. 

A proposed ball on board the French man of 
war Gaulois, while in New York waters, has 
been abandoned because of-the Martinique 
disaster. This reception was not on the offi- 
cial program, but was intended to be given 
by General Brugere of the Rochambeau mis- 
sion on the 28th inst. as an appropriate in- 
cident of entertainment while in this coun- 
try. 

In view of the appalling loss of life and 
suffering of the people of Martinique, it 
was determined to dispense with the pro- 
posed ball. The members of the mission are 
deeply affected by the many mantfestations

The American Electrical Telephone com- 
pany of Chicago could not subscribe to all 
the exactions of the combine and withdrew 
a short time ago. It has experienced much 
trouble ever since. Other concerns, it is said, 


would withdraw could they see their way 


clear to continuing in business. 

While the association is all-powerful fn the 
electrical supply field, it is not free from 
internal diesensions. The dealers have felt 
that the manufacturers are reaping the 
larger profite under the existing arrange- 
ment. Since the association was formed the 
prices of electrical supplies have been ad- 
vanced from 25 to 50 per cent, and it is said 
that the manufacturers get the bulk af this 
advance, while in the main the dealers must 
‘be content.with profits not much greater 
than they got before going into the combine. 


By becoming members of the association, 


however, they are permitted to continue in 
business. 

It is said that the association now has 
practically all the members it wants. It 
controls so many of the patents that it would 
be difficult for any manufacturer to engage 
successfully in making electrical supplies in 
competition. 


Offer to Give Evidence. 

The few anti-association dealers declare 
that should the United States District Attor- 
ney begin an investigation they will furnish 
all the evidence he might want. 

** It is so bad,’ declared one of them, “ that 
an investigation should be started at once. 
I know that some of the members are badly 
frightened already. The trust feature of the 
association is so prominent and so plain that 
they cannot get around it. I know of no com- 
bination which operates so boldly. ‘ Trust’ 
is in every line and on every sheet of the price 
books. There are few dealers in Chicago who 
could stay in business six months were they 
to stand out openly and fight the combine.’’ 


PACKERS WILL ATTACK THE LAW 


Constitutionality of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act Will Be Raised as 
Part of Their Defense. 


An attack on the constitutionality of the 
Sherman anti-trust law will be made by 
the packers in the course of their defense 
to the government’s bill for an injunction. 
Their counsel will take the position that 
the legality of the act itself never has been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court of the 
Tinited States. It will be urged that an in- 
junction cannot issus to restrain the acts 
complained of by the government, and that 
a jury trial of the alleged charges is a matter 
of right. 


While John 8. Miller, counsel for the de- 


fendants, maintains a strict silence in regard { 


to his plans, it developed from another 
source that the constitutional point would be 
raised. It is pointed out that, while four 
cases have been decided under the Sherman 
law, and the act maintained by the decisions, 
the case against the packers presents some

MORE MINERS 10 STRIKE 


VIRGINIA UNIONS ORDERED TO 
QUIT ON JUNE 7. 


Decision Affects 90,000 Operatives and 
a Total of 125,000 Men of Various 
Avocations—Terms Demanded Sent 
to Operators — President Mitchell 
Warns His Men Against Going to 
Other States—The Trouble Is Likely 
to Spread. | 


Huntington, W. Va., May 24.—[Special.]— 
The United Mine Workers, who have been 
in session here for the last two days, ad- 
journed tonight after ordering a general 
strike of all the miners in West Virginia and 
Virginta, to begin June 7 and last until the 
demands of 10 to 22 per cent increase in 
wages are granted. Resolutions to that effect 
were sent to the mine operators. 

It is estimated that 125,000 men are in- 
volved in the walkout. 

From authentic sources it is learned that 
the mine workers, in case a strike is called, 
expect to have enlisted 90,000 miners and 
laborers at the beginning in Virginia and 
West Virginia, which is over three-fourths 
of the working population of the coal sec- 
tions, and they will also enlist in their cause 
the many trades unions and the American 
Federation of Labor, which are thoroughly 
organized, especially in West Virginia, which 
will ald them through sympathy. 

This, with those who will have to quit work 
on account of the closing of the mines, will 
reach a total of 125,000 idle men in the two 
States. 

The order authorizing the fuspension of 
work says that al) efforts t® secure a joint 
conference have failed and the men are no- 
tified that a suspension of work will take 
place on and after June 7, 1902, at mines 
under the jurisdiction, control, or influence 
of District No. 17. 


Declares Contract No Bar. 


Shamokin, Pa., May 24.—The Ninth Dis- 
trict Executive board returned from Wilkes- 
barre last night. Secretary George Hartlein 
said that the bituminous miners will join 
in the tieup. 

‘As regards the breaking of contracts 
signed by Western Pennsylvania miners,”’ 
he continued, “* the resolution of the national 
convention in January supersedes these. The 
resolution gives the National Executive 
board absolute authority to order a nationai 
suspension without calling a convention, 
should the situation in the anthracite field 
render this move advisable. The western 
Pennsylvania operators knew of this resolu- 


_tion when they. signed the contracts with 


their men.”’ 
Mitchell Warns His Men. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 24.—President 
Mitchell, before leaving for the West, issued 
the following statement: 

‘The ¢lergy are requested to adnnounce 
from their churches tomorrow that mine 
workers should pay no attention to agents 
now here’from West Virginia or other flelds, 
as they come from unorganized places where 
strikes now exist. Consult the district offi- 
cer before entering into negotiations with 
them.’’ 

Some of the foreign miners had signed con- 
tracts to go to the soft coal regions, pro- 
viding, so it is alleged, that there were no 
strikes on. 


Schwabe Colliery Shut Down. 
Hazleton, Pa., May 24.—The Schwabe col- 
Mery, at South Heberton, suspended opera- 
tions this morning and will not be started 
up again until all the mines resume. A 
committee of miners called on local mer- 
chants today and urged upon them not to 
cut off the credit of the strikers, promising 
in return that ‘the miners would always 
stand by them. 
Strike on Non-Union Feeders. 
Terre Haute, Ind., May 23.—The miners 
working for the Wabash Valley company, 
struck because non-union men are feeding 
the mine mules.

MHICAGO DELUGED BY RAIN 


EVENING STORM CAUSES DAMAGE 


What the Forecaster Describes as a 
Cloudburst Strikes the City, Floods 
Basements, and Gives the Theater 
Crowds a Bad Half Hour—Lightning 
Accompanies the Downpour and 
Strikes in Several Places—Hotels 
and Restaurants Flooded.

Apartment House Suffers. 

In the Marion Apartment Building, 2341 
Calumet avenue, water flooded the room in 
which the electric light plant was located 
and the building suddenly was plunged in 
darkness. 

At the Thirty-fifth Street Station the celis 
of the women prisoners were flooded with 
several feet of water. The women in them 
were removed to the Harrison Street Station. 

R. Meyer, a baker with stores at 202 and 204 
West Randolph street, and William J ohnson, 
at Madison and Halsted streets, closed their 
establistiments and called in all available 
assistance to bail out the water that had 
flooded their places to a depth of four feet. 

The subways under the Rock Island and 
Pennsylvania tracks in Sixty-third street 
were flooded, the water being so deep the 
electric cars could not go through them. 
For an hour people going to the Unoin Sta- 
tion in Englewood had to wade. 


Lightning Does Damage. 

Lightning struck the R. A. Waller munici- 
pal lighting plant and disabled one dynamo. 
As a result all the electric lights in Went- 
worth avenue south of Twenty-second street 
and in Ashland avenue south of Archer 
were out all night. 

The residence of William Buck, 8939 West 
Sixty-first street, was struck by lightning, 
causing damage of $400 to the three-story 
frame structure. 

The lightning was responsible for a fire 
which started in the Medora street station 
of the Metropolitan Elevated road and bad- 
ly frightened waiting patrons. 

Lightning struck the steeple of St. Ga- 
briel’s. Roman Catholic Church, Forty-fifth 
and Wallace streets, ripping off shingles and 
descending to the roof of the structure. At 
the base of the steeple the lightning punc- 
tured a hole in the roof. 

Lightning also struck the roof of Libbey, 
McNeil-& Libbey’s tinshop at Packers ave- 
nue and Broadway, Stock-Yards, setting

-fire to it. Small damage was done. 


Wah Tong, 316 Clark street, reported to the 


police that $4,000 worth of tea stored in the 


basement at his place of business had been 
destroyed by an invasion of two feet of water. 
He wanted the service of a fire engine to get 
the water pumped out, but could not se- 
cure it. 

The flag pole on the Wilson Bros: Building 
at Fifth avenue and Jackson boulevard was 
struck by lightning at 7:30. The pole was 
splintered, and portions of it fell upon the 
roofs of cars in trains on the elevated loop 
structure, causing fright among,passengers. 


Troubles of Wilmette. 

Torrents of water poured down on the 
Village of Wilmette after the early morning 
rain-storm and inundated the business por- 
tion of the town. When the inhabitants 
awoke they found that the streets were filled 
with water and access to their places of busi- 
ness cut off. About the Northwestern rail- 
way station every street was flooded, and 
people who wanted to take an early train for 
Chicago were compelled to go to Kenilworth, 
two miles north. No trains stopped at Wil- 
mette until 10 o'clock, when the sewers had 
carried most of the water away. 

Rafts and boats were used by men to get to 
their shops, few of which were open before 
8 o'clock. One enterprising grocer brought 
a flat-bottomed boat from the lake, in which 
he not only transported himself to and from 
his store but offered similar accommodation 
for a number of customers. 

A small menagerie. which it had been tn- 
tended to exhibit In the town hall, was housed 
in the basement of R. Shock’s house. When 
the owner entered the place to look after his 
pets in the morning he found “ Tommy;” a 
small monkéy which he had secured only the 
day before, dead. The water had risen above 
its head. A spaniel had been swimming for 
hours and was almost exhausted. 

The Desplaines River Valley was flooded 
to a considerab‘e extent, the river last night 
being five or six feet higher than its normal 
level. At the Riverside bridge of the Bur- 
lington railway the water touched the abut- 
ments of the structure. 

At Lyons and Grossdale the water ran in 


torrents. 
Week of Heavy Rain. 


The rainfall in Chicago during the week 
has been unusually heavy. Including the 
fall of 1.10 inches last evening the total fall 
reached 2.38 inches, which is nearly the nor- 
mal figure for a month’s fall. The precipita- 
tion so far this month has been 4.48 inches. 

Immediately after the storm the tem- 
perature dropped 14 degrees—from 71 to 57. 

The electric condition will continue during

TO AWAKE EGYPT 


Hitherto Inaccessible Region 
Is to Have Two New . 

Branch Lines. 
ONE WILL TAP GOLCONDA. 


Already the Southern Country Ig 
Having a Boom, Based on . 


Southern Illinois is to be aroused from fits 
long sleep and redeemed to the world. Ine’ 
cidentally Pope County, the only one in the 
State without a railroad, is to be invaded 
by noisy locomotives and real cars. 

The new condition will be brought about by 
the Illinois Central railroad, and within two 
years the hitherto unaccessible region will 
have access to the markets. . 

The road is now building an extension of 
the St. Louis and Murphysboro branch, 
which now ends at Gales, on the Mississippi 
River, about thirty miles north of Cairo. 
The extension will pass through Alexander 
County to Cairo, then cross the Ohio River 
at that point and pass through Ballard and 
McCarken Counties in Kentucky, on to 
Paducah. 

Another extension, on which work will be 
begun soon, will run from Grantsburg to 
Golconda. 

: Means a Big Saving. 

The territory the extension will open up 
now tapped by the Mobile and Ohio road, 
but the transportation facilities are inade- 
quate. The Cairo extension will save fifty 
miles between Paducah and Cairo, and will 
traverse many smal] towns whose inhabi- 
tants are twenty and thirty miles from the 
nearest railroad station. 

Golconda, the Pope County town that is 
known to fame only because the late Gov- 
ernor Tanner opened his campaign there, is 
twenty-five miles from a railroad, the near- 
est station being Grantsburg, outside the 
county. The second new line will run from 
Grantsburg through the heart of the county 
to Golconda, and on it it is expected that a 
number of new towns will be built. 

These two cross-lines will give the Illinois 
Central four points on the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi Rivers in southern Ilinois—Gales, 
Cairo, Paducah, and Golconda. The new 
facilities are expected to enliven river traf- 
fic at these points and already a shipping . 
boom ts under way. 

Egypt’s Hopes Realized. 

The Egyptians have been trying for many 
years tu secure better transportation faeili- 
ties, but the road took its own time, making 
a survey of the coal fields and carefully ob- 
serving the oil indications. 

‘It is the purpose of the road to encourage 
farmers to locate in the new territory, espe- 
cially in the fruit region, of which Gales, 
Cairo, and Paducah are the centers: Last 
year Egypt furnished some of the best frult in 
the middle West, and the vegetable products, 
weeks ahead of those grown in the North, 
found a ready sale. These perishable prod- 
ucts, however, have suffered from the long 
wagon hauls and the slow rail and water 


The territory to be opened varies between 
the lowlands of Cairo and the hills of Pope 
County. In the hills are coal flelds which . 
have not been worked to any extent, and 
here and there indications of oll have been 
found. When the new road is completed 
both the coal and the ofl deposits will 
developed to full capacity, 


Boom Is Felt Already. 


Prospects of a new railway already have 
had an effect on immigration. Itis said that 
last year alone more than 500 families were 
induced to settle in the extreme southern 
counties, and double that number are ex- 
pected to take up their residence there this 


Y While tHe Illinois Central is booming the 
territory to the extreme south, the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois has opened a fifty-mile 
line from Marion to the South. This taps 
practically the only other district in Egypt 
not traversed by railroads. The Chicago and 
eastern Illinois, while working quietly, has 
induced many settlers to locate in its ters 


ritory. | 
Big Benefit, Says Harahan. 

“ The land the Illinois Central is to cross 
with its two new extensions is all fertile,” 
said Vice President J.T. Harahan yesterday. 
“The lowlands reached by the line from 
Gales to Paducah are productive of excel- 
jent fruit and vegetables. This line is com-~- 
paratively easy to build, for the territory it 
crosses is level. The line to Golconda is 
more difficult, for it-crosses the hills. Both 
lines sholud be of almost incalculable benefit 
to the territory traversed.” , 


STORM DAMAGE OVER WIDE AREA 


to Life and Property in 
Several States. 


Warsaw, Ind., May 24.—[{Special.)—A se- 
vere electrical and wind storm swept this 
region at 1 o'clock this morning. A large 
number of buildings and thousands of trees 
in the country northwest and southwest 
of this place were blown down. The Grange 
Hall in Prairie Township was turned half 
around on its foundations, and Pleasant 
View Church and Whitehead Schoolhouse, 
the latter a brick building, were demolished. 

Ten houses in Monoqueta Village, three 
miles north, were unroofed, and in many 
instances removed from their foundations, _ 

Hundreds of fine orchards were totally 
destroyed. | 

Near a Cyclone in Nebraska. 

Fremont, Neb., May 24.—A series of funnel« 
shaped clouds swept around this town this 
afternoon and moved toward Hooper, ten 
miles west, giving the people a bad scare. 

The storm which followed their appearance 
was terrific and blew down several barns 
and some other buildings, but so far as 
learned no lives were lost or any person 
injured. 

Communication with outside towns was 
cut off for some time by lightning interfer- 
ing with the wires and led to alarming re- 
ports being sent out from the railroad of- 
fices. With the restoration of telegraphioe 
communication, however, it was learned 
that they were untrue. 


Storm Losses at Lebanon, Il. 

Lebanon, Ill., May 24.—[Special.]—A vioe 
lent electrical storm, accompanied by a ter- 
rific wind, with cyclonic indications, struck 
this city about noon. The wire lines of the 
municipal light plant and the telephone ex- 
change were almost totally wrecked.

ST. THOMAS, D. W.1., May 24.—The Nor- 
wegian steamer Helga is here discharging 
cargo. In an interview this morning Cap- 
tain Braastad said: 

‘We arrived at Fort de France on May 
15. When nearing the port we saw a smoke 
cloud overhanging the island and passed 
many swollen corpses. At 5 o'clock in the 
morning of May 20 a tidal wave parted 
the Helga’s hawsers, and the steamer went 
adrift, but was brought to anchor quickly.

We sailed for St. Lucia

'22, we found that the volcano was emitting 


heavy clouds of smoke. The town was hid- 
den and the harbor deserted, but we saw 
no fire. Our voyage to St. Thomas was un- 
eventful.”’

BY EDWARD VII. 


New Manner of Talking a Lately Ac- 
quired Habit with His Highness—

Donohue, a young policeman, died a few 
days ago from a pistol shot wound in the 
head, inflicted by a negro. In response to 
the appeals of a colored woman he entered 
a house to protect her from the négro, who 
in turn beat and shot the patrolman. Sev-

Today Captain McGee, in charge of the 
district in which the murdered policeman 
served, received a letter, signed ‘‘ The Black 
Brotherhood No. 1,"" which states that “ the 
‘young colored citizens have banded together 
and sworn to kill any person who may do 
any member of their race an injury.’’ The 
so-called brotherhood, in the letter to the 
police official, makes these threats: 

“It is coming, war between the blacks 
and whites. We will not admit to mem- 
bership any colored man who has not done 
some injury to white person, man, woman, 
or child. When we come in gontact with 
the police our aim is death(to one or the 
other. If one of our number is killed 
by the police we will hunt the slayer down 
and kill him and members of his family.’’ 
“Our motto: Death to the whites whenever 
we hear of a colored citi#en being ill- 
treated.’’ 

White men in the neighborhood in which 
policeman Donohue was killed have peti- 
tioned the police for permission to carry 
arms for self-protection. 

Several negroes yesterday attacked an- 
other policeman, saying they intended to 
kill him. 


MORE FRICTION AT STANFORD. 


Prof. Pease Asked to Resign from Uni- 
versity, He Says, Because He 
_ Was “Ross Sympathizer.” 


San Francisco, Cal., May 24.—[Special.]—- 
Professor Ernest Mondell Pease of the de- 
partment of Latin in Stanford University 
has been forced out of the university. 

The reason, he says, is because he was in 
sympathy with Professor Ross, who was 
forced out @ year ago. 

President Jordan, in his letter, said it 
seemed to him necessary to affecta reorgani- 
zation of the department of Latin and asked 


the present academic year. 

Yesterday Professor Pease sent President 
Jordan a letter, in which, after specifying 
that Dr. Jordan had alwaysgiven professors 
to understand that positions were for life 
unless there was misconduct or inefficiency, 
he says: 

‘If my dismissal is due to lack of scholar- 
ship, of Ability as a teacher, made manifest 
' by a trial of eleven years, it is desirable for 
the university, at this particular juncture, 
however unfortunate for me, that that fact 
should plainly appear. If, on the contrary, 
as I know that some believe my removal is 
due to your determination to root out of the 
faculty every man ‘who did not,’ as you 
expressed it to one of my colleagues in re- 
ferring to me, ‘stand by us in our troubles 
of last year,’ then that fact, too, should be 
made plain.” 

Professor Pease in another note calls at- 
tention to his own high standing among the 
faculty, and intimates flatly that he is forced 
eut because he is a “‘ Ross sympathizer.” 
He then declares that at Stanford there is 
not such academic freedom as a self-respect- 
ing professor expects. 

Professor Pease is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Colorado and studied at Johns 
Hopkins and Brown. He taught at Smith 
and Bowdoin before he was called to Stan- 
ford. With students he was popular.

LIFE OF LORD PAUNCEFOTE. 


Educated for Bar, He Wins His Greatest 


Laurels as British Representa- 
tive at Washington. — 


Lord Pauncefote, G C. B. G. Cc. M. 
G., Ambassador E. and P., the representa- 
tive of the British government at Washing- 
ton sinco 1889, when he succeeded Sir Lionel 
Sackville West, was the youngest and last 
surviving son of Robert Pauncefote, Esq., 
of Preston Court, Gloucestershire. He was 
born at Munich, Bavaria, on Sept. 18, 1828. 
The family name was Smith, Lord Paunce- 
fote’s father, the great-grandson of a Not- 
tingham banker, Abel Smith, assuming the 
old Norman name of Pauncefote. , 


Lord Pauncefote’s Earlier Life. 

Lord Pauncefote’s education was received 
in Paris and Geneva, and in. England 
at Marlborough ‘College. Thus the young 
man was an early traveler, and grew 
up in that seemingly golden time when the 
spirit of Byron still ruled the world of senti- 
ment. It is said that young Panincefote fell 


under the spell of his age, 


mpo nder the name of * 
wan originally. destined for the 
military profession, having received a com- 
mission in the Madras Light Cavalry. But 
on the death of his elder brother. be aban- 
doned his intention of going out to India, 
and decided to enter the legal profession. 


Accomiingly he was called to the bar at the 
Inner Temple in 1852, eating his dinners and 
following the wonderful course set down 
by. tradition to this end which seems so 
curious to latter-day iconoclasts. He then 
Joined the Oxford circuit. 


Beginning of His Public Career. 


He first came in touch with politics in 
1855, when he became private secretary to 
Sir William Molesworth, Minister for the 
Colonies. In 1865 he was appointed Attorney 
General at Hongkong, a post he held for four 
years. He was ex-officio member of the exe- 
cutive and legislative councils and Acting 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 1869-72. 
He prepared “ The Hongkong Code of Civil 
Procedure " and other important ordinances 
now in force in the colony relating to law 
reform and the constitution of the courts, 
and to emigration, extradition, and other 
subjects. 

In 1874 Pauncefote was appointed Chief 
Justice of the Leeward Isiands, and was 
knighted the same year. After putting the 
whole judicial administration in working 
order he returned to England to suc- 
ceed Lord Knutsford as the legal as- 
sistant to the Under Secretary of State at 
the Colonial office. The Chief Justiceship of 
Ceylon could not tempt him to return to the 
tropics and promotion in the Foreign office 
followed with the ribbon of the Bath. © 


Goes to Washington as Minister. 


. His prominence in thé work of the Suez 
Canal commission won him a G. C. M. G. 
in December, 1885. In June, 1888, he was 
created a Knight of the Bath, and the next 
year he was appointed Envoy Extraordinary 
ee Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 

tates. 

Washington was the scene of Pauncefote’s 
crowning diplomatic honors, of one bitter 
disappointment, and of his death. Honors 
were not wanting as reward for his services 
at Washington, for in 1892 he was promoted 
to the Grand Cross of the Bath, perhaps the 
most coveted of all British decorations, and 
in 1804, during a visit home, he was sworn 
in as a member of the Queen’s “ Right Hon- 
orable”’ Privy Council. At The Hague, in 
conjunction with his American colleagues, 
Pauncefote took the most important part in 
the establishment of a permanent interna- 
tional court of arbitration, which of itself 
will make the conference memorable in the 
history of civilization. Upon his return 
from this important and successful work the 
Queen announced her pleasure in conferring 
upon him a peerage of the United Kingdom. 


His Greatest Diplomatic Work. 


The arbitration treaty negotiated with Sec- 
retary Olmey was the forerunner of the 
great work accomplished at The Hague, and 
it is declared that it embodied some of the 
most important principles of the great gen- 
eral convention regulating arbitration aft- 
erwards ed by The Hague conference, 
Then came a/ number of reciprocity treaties 
and arrangements involving a vast amount 
of study and work, all of which were per- 
fected as, far as the executive branch of 
our government could codperate with Lord 
Pauncefote. 

Soon after Secretary Hay assumed office 
Lora Pauncefote began the task which he 
himself rewarded as the greatest accom- 
plishment of his busy life—namely: to for- 
ever set at rest the questions growing out 
of- the old Clayton-Bulwer treaty—and he 
entered with energy again upon negotia- 
tions, the result of which was the framing 


of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty recently rat- 


ified. For these valuable services the Brit- 
ish government did Lord Pauncefote the 
honor to three times extend the term of 
his service at Washington, which would 
otherwise have ceased in 1899 when he at- 
tained the age of 70 years 


Trouble Over the Spanish War. 


One of the hardest blows Pauncefote expe- 
rienced was the charge that he was inimical 
to the United States at the breaking out 
of the Spanish war. The revelations were 
made at the time of Prince Henry’s recent 
visit to America. These revelations made 
it appear that Lord Pauncefote was the 
prime mover and the instigator of the move 
to prevent the war for the liberation of Cuba. 
His friends declare that, while Lord Paunce- 
fote did try to prevent war, he acted in no 
unfriendly spirit to the United States. The 
second meoting of the representatives of Eu- 
ropean powers at the Brifish Embassy wae 
called by Lord Pauncefote at the instance 
of the Ambassadors from Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. This is not denied by any 
one. The joint note sent to all the European 
governments, and which the British govern- 
ment and all the others refused to counte- 
nance, wagas much their work as his. 


Family and Private Life. 


Pauncefote married Miss Cubitt, daughter 
of Major Cubitt of Catfield, Norfolk. Five 
children were born to them. The eldest 
was a son, who died,in infancy; the four 
daughters came with their parents to 
Washington, and added much to the gayety 
of the capital. The Pauncefote residence 
has been the scene of many elaborate en- 
tertainments, the owner, it is said, spending 
all of his $50,000 salary in maintaining his 
establishment.

NEW OIL FIELDS. 


Crowther Is Now the Center 
of Some Mammoth 


tions. 


RICH STRIKE IS MADE. 


King-Crowther Corporation Is Build- 
ing a Railway and Pipe- 


“ Reporte from Texas show that a large 
amount of important work is being done by 
the King-Crowther corporation on its oll 
fields in that State. The center of this fleld 
is the new city of Crowther, about sixty 
miles southwest of San Antonio. Here. the 
King-Crowther corporation has obtained 
title to 142 square miles of land in Atascosa, 
Live Oak, and McMullen coypfies, on which 
oll of a superior quality has been found in

Up to seven months ago, when the King-. 
Crowther corporation was organized, there 
was no such place as Crowther; it wad simply 
a bare piece of prairie. Today it isa bustling 
little city of tents, with a population of sev- 
eral hundreds and a strong desire to be a 
sure-enough city, an ambition that daily 
grows nearer to fruition. The town ts now 
being, platted and is to be laid out in streets. 


be erected, a postoffice and dally mafl service 
established, and a city government organ- 
ized. Now it's just simply Crowther by 
the grace of the King-Crowther corporation. 
It has some good buildings and has begun to 


full-fledged municipal advantages and it's 
going to have them. é 
The most pressing and immediate need of 
Crowther is a railway. The city is located 
sixty miles southwest of San Antonio, with 
which place there is no direct connecting line. 
The nearest railway station is at Karnes 
City, thirty-five miles away, on the San An- 
tonio and Aransas Pass road. The only 
way to get from Karnes City to Crowther is 
to walk or hireateam. Naturally this makes 
the matter of bringing in food supplies and 
machinery for the oil wells a serious prob- 
lem, especially as regards freight charges, 
and the growth of the city has been corre- 
spondingly retarded. But this will soon be 
remedied. The directors and large stock- 
holders of the King-Crowther corporation 
have organized the San Antonio and Crow- 
ther railway, and the construction of the 
road will be begun at once. As told in Asso- 
ciated Press dispatches on May 9, a charter 
has been obtained from the State of Texas, 
and the preliminary work is already well 
under way. O. E. Lewis, Vice President of 
the King-Crowther corporation, is also the 
Vice President and actiye manager of the 
railway and is pushing its construction in 
the interest -of the parent corpofation, to 
which it will be of vital value. Mr. Lewis 
is making contracts for steel rails, locomo- 
tives, cars, and the other equipment neces- 
sary in the operation of a railway; Civil 
Engineer A. C. Pancoast of San Antonio 
is running the preliminary lines for the sur- 
vey, and Judge N. R. Wallace of Pleasanton 
is looking after the right of way.

It could go ahead now and 
sell of] on a large scale if it had any means 
of delivering it, but it hasn't, and therefore 
must await completion of the railway. 
This road will connect at San Antonio with 
the most important trunk lines of the South- 
west, and in this way a profitable outlet for 
the products of the Crowther field will be 
secured. This news becomes of more value 
when it is known that the personnel of ihe 
management of the road is almost identical 
with that of the King-Crowther corporation, 
thus assuring friendly relations with tue 
latter and the minimum of transit charges. 
In the meantime the work of developing 
the field is going ahead rapidly. There isa 


big local demand for the ofl, ahd in addition 
to this the trunk line outlet at San Antonio 
will enable the producers to reach a large 
area of consumption in an economical man- 
ner. With this end in view Sam Crowther, 
who has charge of the oll fleld work for the 
corporation, is putting down new wells and 
building huge storage tanks on a mammoth 
scale. Already many wells are in active oper- 
ation, producing from 50 to 100 barrels of 
high-grade oll each daily, and there are oth- 
ers being drilled from which experts are posi- 
tive the yield will run from 500 to 1,000 bar- 
rels. And this, it must be remembered, is not 
a fuel oll; it is a choice quality of petroleum 
that is eagerly sought for. 

Great ae all this work is, it is dwarfed tn a 
way by the plans of the King-Crowther cor- 
poration for putting its product on the mar- 
kets of the world. This is to fm done by means 
of a pipe line from Crowther to tidewater, 
where the of] will be loaded into tank steam- 
ers and shipped to all parts of the globe. This 
pipe Mne is to be constructed by an aux!! 
company with acapital of $500,000, which has 
been chartered by the State of Texas under 
the name of the King-Crowther Pipe Line 
company. Ite officers and principal stock- 
holders are men prominently identified wich 
the King-Crowther corporation, and their 
aim will be to afford the cheapest possibie 


means of transportation for the ofl products 
of the latter concern. Vice President Lewis 
is the general manager of the pipe line cor- 
poration and is bending his energies to an 
early completion of the work of construction. 
The exact terminus on the coast has not been 
decided upon, but a committee is now study- 
ing the various proposed routes and a choice 
will be made in a few days. Three points are 
under consideration—namely: Corpus Christi, 
Aransas Pass, and Rockport. Ali three have 
good deep water harbors and afford excellent 
facilities for shipping. There is Httle in 
the way of advantage between them, and the 
Choice will undoubtedly be made on the re- 
port of the engineers who are’making pre- 
iminary surveys with the purpose of deter- 
mining the most feasible route for ease and 
cheapness of construction. With the pipe 
line in operation to any one of these three 
ports oll can be sent direct from the wells at 
Crowther to all parts of the world, the only 
handling being that incident to its transfer 
from the pipes into the tank steamers. As 
with the railway, this line, while owned by 
an auxiliary Company, will be operated sole- 
ly for the benefit of the King-Crowther cor- 
poration, and its control and management 
will be in friendly hands, which is an im- 
portant item, as it will assure low rates. 

Pending the construction of the railway 
and pipe line a large amount of machinery 
in the shape of drills, derricks, and engines 
is being forwarded to Crowther... So far 
as the actual production of oil is concerned 
the field is already well developed, but the 
King-Crowther corporation is going to do 
business on a big scale, and new territory 
is being opened almost daily. For seven 
months past the most complete of modern 
equipment has been rushed into the district 
as fast as it could be obtained, but recently 
the shipments have been much larger and 
have been pushed ahead with an energy 
that betokens a great enlargement in op- 
erations, Something like twenty carloads 
of equipment have been sent into Crowther 
within a few wéeks past, and there is a lot 
more on the road, All of this outfit is for- 
warded by way of Karnes City, and from 
there hauled to Crowther by wagon. One 
day last week a contract was made for nine- 
ty four-horse teams to haul one consign- 
ment of machinery, a deal which greatly 
interested the denizens of that section, as 
it was the largest contract of the kind ever 
made in that part of the State. In com- 
menting on it the editor of the Karnes City 
Kicker in the issue of May 8 said: 

“ Besides the heavy drilling rigs already 
on the ground Mr. Lewis has bought three 
carloads of machinery which will arrive 
from Beaumont this week, including a com- 
plete rotary outfit, the best owned by any 
oll company in the State. A large amount 
of piping, pumps, and other material is also 
on the way from 8t. Louis, Pittsburg, and 
other points, and will arrive in a few days. 
With the material on the road and that 
already in use in the field the King-Crowther 
corporation has now over twenty-five car- 
loads of machinery and ofl well outfit. The 
businesa-men of Karnes City are alive to 
the benefits to be derived from the develop- 
ment of this field, and extend their hearty co- 
operation to the corporation in ite work.”’ 

There is one thing that strikes the visitor 
to Crowther, and*that is the air of business 
that pervades the place. Everybody is busy. 
Derricks are going up and wells are going 
down. There is no question of the oil sup- 
ply; that has been settled to the satisfac- 
tion of all hands from the promoters of the 
enterprise to the hired drillers.

Special Commission Adopts Report 
Specifying Locations for Small 
' Tracts, Money to Cover the Expense 
Already Being Available—Professor 
Stagg Elected a Member of the 
Body — Sanitary Inspector Young 
Wants $30,000 to Clean City’ Hall, 


More than one million dollars’ worth of 
small park sites will be recommended for 
purchase by the West Pafk board at its 
meeting next Tuesday. The recommenda- 
tions come from the Special Parks commis- 
sion of the city, which yesterday adopted 
the report specifying the sites. It not only 
provides for the expenditure of the $1,000,- 
000 which the board has at its disposal, but 
also outlines a policy which may be followed 
in the future. : 

With the recommendations the commission 

will submit plats and maps showing the 
density of population, the schoo! sites, and 
park spaces, illustrating the lack of open 
air spaces in many neighborhoods, and the 
relation this bears to criminal statistics. 
These maps are colored and are designed to 
present a comprehensive statement of the 
need for .small parks and the object to be 
sécured in establishing them. 
It is expected that the Park board will 
act favorably on the reco endations of 
the committee, and that thefwork of creat- 
ing the smdil parks will begin at once, a& the 
money is avallable for the purpose. In some 
instances the commission has given the 
Park board an option between large sites or 
a number of smaller ones. 


Stagg Elected a Member . 


The commission yesterday elected Profes- 
sor Alonzo A. Stagg of the University of 
Chicago a member of the body. Mr. Stagg’s 
interest in the work is said to come from a 
knowledge that more athletes will be found 
among the new students at the university 
when the playground movement has spread.

BOLD MAN TRIES TO DEFRAUD 
TWO OF CHICAGO’S “FINEST.” 


Inspector Shea and Lieutenant Rohan 
Nibble at the Bait, but Their Police 
Cunning Saves Them, 


Bishop Thoburn’s statement that life is 
insecure in Chicago may not be true, and 
Mayor Harrison says it isn’t, but a man 
was arrested yesterday who was so bold 
in his swindling operations that he attempt- 
ed to victimize Inspector John D. Shea and 
Lieutenant Andy Rohan, two of Chicago's 
most eminent thief-catchers. He did not 
succeed. 

George Clark is the prisoner’s name, and 
his game was to reveal the rendezvous of 
a noted gang of crooks for a consideration. 
“They are the best you ever seen,’’ he 
assured Inspector Shea. ‘‘ They are ‘con’ 
men and bank robbers. They have worked 
the country from one end to the other, and 
thousands of dollars’ reward have been of- 
fered for their arrest. I can put my hands 
on them at any time. I need a little money 
to get out of town, and for $5 I will tell you 
where they can be found.’ 

Inspector Shea, it is said, was impressed 
with the truth of the man’s story and agreed 
to the proposition. 

‘*You come back here in an hour,” said 
the Inspector. ‘‘ Furnish us with all the in- 
formation and diagrams ‘possible and you 
will receive your money.” 

Clark promised to return and went away, 
but the Inspector detailed Detectives Weisse 
and Mahoney to follow the man. Clark left 
the Desplaines Street Station and walked to 
detective headquarters. There he ap- 
proached Lieutenant Rohan. The detectives 
arrived at the same time. 

Clark made the same proposition to Rohan, 
except that he cut the consideration in two 
and was willing to accept $2.50 for his tip. 
But Rohan knew a good thing.

MURDERER OF SWEETHEART 
SENT TO PRISON FOR LIFE. 


Edward Desnitz Found Guilty of Mur- 
der by a Jury in Judge Dunne’s Court 
—Insanity Plea Unheeded. 


Edward Desnitz was found guilty of the 
murder of Lillie Dittmann by a jury in Judge 
Dunne’s court yesterday afternoon and his 
punishment was fixed at life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. It took the jury an 
hour to decide upon a verdict. 

The plea of the defense was ineanity. It 
was shown that Desnitz had fits of melan- 
choly, during which he would sit for days 
with his head upon his breast in silence. Dr. 
S. V. Clevenger declared on the witness stand 
that Desnitz undoubtedly suffered from emo- 
tional, homicidal insanity. Turning to the 
jury the physician said: 

“This young man should be shut up, for 
his insanity is of such a kind that he ie a 
menace to society. But he should be shut 
up in an insane hospital and not ina prison.”’ 

Upon motion of Assistant State’s Attorney 
Lee Dr. Clevenger’s evidence was stricken 
from the record. 

Desnitz killed Lillie Dittmann on March 10 
in River View. She was his sweetheart. He 
was 21 years old and she was 18. Both were 
employés in the River View paper mills. 
Desnitz was said to have grown jealous. 
He met her as she was going home from 
work at the mills. She was ina party of 
boys and girls. He called her aside. When 
the others had walked half a block farther 
he drew a revolver and fired a bullet through 
her heart. Then Desnitz shot himesif in 
ore head and fell beside the corpse of the

GREYFELD TAKES THE HANDICAP

Stumbles, Just as His Sire, Azra, Did 
in the American Derby in 1892, but 
Comes Out a Victor in the Feature 
Event of the Day—Is Made the Fa- 
vorite and Juastifies the Expecta- 
tions of His Backers in a Pretty 
Contest.

HARVARD BEATS OLD ELL 


HUMBLES ITS ANCIENT RIVAL IN 
ANNUAL TRACK MEET. - 


Victory by a Large Margin Is a Sur- 
prise to Followers of Both Schools— 
Schick, the Crimson Freshman, 
Equals World’s Records to Win the 
Dashes—Captain Willis Clips Halfa 
Second from the 220-Yard Hurdle 
Time—Kernan Jumps Well. 


Cambridge, Mass.. May 24.—[Special.]— 
The eleventh annual dual games between 
Harvard and Yale, held this afternoon on 
Soldiers’ Field, were won by Harvard, 61% 
to 42% points. 

The result of the meeting was a big sur- 
prise to the followers of both universities, as 
{+ was generally conceded that Yale had a 
stronger team. Several astonishing  per- 
formances, however, by the Harvard men 
gave the victory to the crimson by a gen- 
erous margin. 

Schick, the Harvard freshman sprinter, 
who has but recently recovered from a 
sprained tendon, won the 100-yard and 
220-yard dashes easily. In the prelimi- 
nary heat of the century he did :10 flat, and 
in the final he not only: defeated Moulton, 
the old Kansas sprinter, by four yards, but 
he equaled the world’s record of :09 4-5. 
In the 220 Schick again demonstrated his 
great sprinting prowess by doing the pre- 
limirary heat in :21 3-5, which is also a new 
record for the dual meeting. 

Captain J. G. Willis of the Harvard team 
clipped two-fifths of a second off the low 
hurdle reoord, beating Scheuber, the Har- 
vard freshman, by two yards. The latter 
did well for a youngster, as he also captured 
second in the pole vault. 

One of the features of the meeting was the 
victory of ** Bob’’ Kernan of Harvard in the 
high jump. Up to last Wednesday he was 
regular catcher for the varsity nine, but, 
realizing then the weakness of the college 
in the high jump, he left the nine and started 
to train for the games. This afternoon he 
cleared the bar at 5 feet 11% inches, while 
Spraker, the old Yale favorite, who was 
feared most by the Harvard contingent, tied 
with Murphy of Harvard at 5 feet 10 inches. 
Yale lost both the weight events, the shot 
putting contest being won by Tingley, the 
Harvard freshman, while Piper of Harvard 
took the hammer throw by a margin of 
eight feet. 

The track .was in splendid condition, and 
fast time was made in the majority of events. 
More than 6,000 enthusiastic followers of 
athletics gathered to see the sport, at least 
half of the assembly being composed of the 
fair sex. 

Harvard got eight firsts to five for Yale. 
Yale took all three places in the mile, while 
Harvard captured all the points In the high 
hurdles. Yale’s poor showing was due to the 
failure of Beck in the weight events, Spraker 
in the high jump, Moulton and Hargrave in 
the sprints, and Clapp in the hurdles. Sum- 
maries:

New York. May 24.—[Special.]—Albert

It was Mr. Featherstone’s 38-year-old colt 
Arsenal who won the rich Metropolitan 
Handicap at Morris Park, and that achieve- 
ment, while almost wholly unexpected, was 
not so surprising as the success of toda’. 
Arsenal was a 25 to 1 shot, while as muci 
as 60 to 1 was obtainable against Reina. 
although the general closing price agains: 
the Esher filly was at 40s. 

Mr. Featherstone had two commissioners 
at work in the crowded betting ring ard 
they placed for him about $2,000 across the 
boards, so after the race was over dt was 
freely estimated the millionaire’s winnings 
in bets amounted to about $70,000. 

Reina is the filly who won the Brighton 
Oaks last summer at a similar distance i: 
a most impressive manner, so that when 
turf experts had time to think it over they 
reasoned that in their calculations the fill, 
should not have been so totally ignorec. 
Her private work did not show any great

tipsters began to show. Upon everybody's 
lips was the name Alcedo, a sweeping rumor 
to the effect that Mr. Bell’s horse had worked 
over the distance in phenomenally fast time 
went from mouth to mouth. Trainer James 
H. McCormick was hunted up and questioned 
by those who knew him and to those he said 
Alcedo had worked a mile and a quarter in 
2:06% with 119 pounds up, but McCormick 
said he did not believe the horse could carry 
the top weight, 125 pounds, and beat Blues 
and Advance Guard, the only horses for 
whom he had a wholesome respect. But 
there wae at that a plunge on Alcedo which 
réduced his opening price of 25 to 1 down to 
fifteens, and as they went to the post many 
of the big players quoted 12 tol against him. 
Then there was a heavy play on Monograph 
at 12 to 1, his workout last Wednesday be- 
ing the basis for this move. 


New Jockey on Oom Paul. 


Oom Paul, who would have been ridden by 
Johnny Daly if the boy had not been injured 
in the first race, was also backetl down, even 
with Garrigan in the saddle. He opened at 
about 20 to 1 and closed at twelves. Blues 
remained steady at threes for awhile, but 
went up to 7 to 2 as the money went on the 
other horses. Advance Guard held strong at 
fours all through the betting, and one might 
say he went to the post carrying as much 
money as was wagered on Blues. Herbert 
went up to sixes, while J. G. Follansbee’'s 
Roehampton was played down from 12 to 15. 

Reina opened at 560 to 1, or, rather, that 
was the average price in the big books, but 
she was backed down to forties at post time. 
There wes always 40 to 1 to be had against 
Pentecost, while Perry Belmont’s Fly Wheel 
was reduced from 25 to 20. There was also 
@ generous play upon William Lakeland’s 
The Regent at twenties, and, in fact, it 
might be said every horse in the race was 
backed. Of the original list of starters Jo- 
seph E. Widener'’s Ten Candles, Clarence H. 
Mackay’s Kamara, CC. F. Dwyer’s Ethics, 
and 8. J. Smith's Northern Star were 
scratched, but their withdrawal did not cre- 
ate much disappointment. 

In the warming up gallops Blues showed 
a whirl of speed, fighting for his head down 
past the stand in such a manner that those 
who hesitated about backing him hesitated 
no longer. 


Scenes Preceding the Race. 


When the bugle sounded the crowd was a 
sight. Probably 5,000 men remained in the 
betting ring unable to get to a point where 
they coéuld see anything. The lawn was 
black with men, the stands were radiant 
with women. Along the rails hung thou- 
san@s of white-faced individuals who wait- 
ed anxiously for a final look at the horses as 
they went to the post. e 

When the paddock gate was rolled back 
and the parade past the stand began Alcedo 
headed the line, with Willie Shaw in the sad- 
die; then came Blues, with Turner up. and 
drew 4 cheer for the gallant son of Dixon. 
After him walked Herbert, ridden by Bull- 
man, and behind was Roehampton, with 
Brennan on his back. Burne patted Advance 
Guard affectionately on the neck as the 
Great Tom horse appeared, and there was 
another cheer of welcome. Water Cure, 
with Jackson; Carbuncle, with Wood, car- 
rying three pounds over weight; and The 
Regent, with Martin, were next in order. 
Then Reina, with O’Connor in the saddle, 
the filly carrying 104 pounds, or two pounds 
overweight, came out upon the track in such 
a& modest way that she was scarcely noticed. 
O'Connor had told his friends that Reina 
would be in the money. The others came 
along and made up the procession. It was 
& Tracy picture as the thoroughbreds walked 
siowly in line through the lane fringed with 
spectators. 


In the Starter’s Hands. 


Starter Fitegerald, with his busy as- 
sistants, had placed the horses and were 


waiting at the barrier, which was located | 


at the extreme end of the stretch, just’at 
the far turn. In the allotment of positions 
at the post Roehampton had the rail. Thén, 
in order, right across the track, were Pente- 
cost, Sadie S., Alcedo, Herbert, Advance 
Guard, Water Cure, The Regent, Oom Paul, 
Blues, Fly Wheel, Monograph, Carbuncle, 
and Reina. Theré was nervousness, or, 
rather, eagerness to get away, apparent on 
the part of several of the riders, with the 
result that Bullman, O’Connor, and Burns 
were fined $50 each and Brennan was set 
down for a week for deliberately running 
at the gate. Finally, as all the boys were 
inglineéd to be orderly and obedient,’ Mr. 
Fitzgerald mounted his box and picked up 
the electric button which was to snap the 
barrier in the air. The fourteen horses were 
standing practically still, while around them 
thousands of spectators waited for the word. 
Suddenly Mr. Fitzgerald cried out: “ Now, 
come on! Now, now, come on!” The words 
were hardly out of his mouth before the 
starter released the barrier. Instantly the 
old cry of “ They’re off!’ swept down over 
the crowd like a tidal wavé. There was a 
cloud of dust which arose high in the air, 
enveloping the horses that were slow in 
getting away, but in front of it came Reina,

Alcedo Falls; Reina Leads. 


There wes @ cry of horror that lasted for 
only & moment as Alcedo was seen to stum- 
ble and Shaw was thrown heddiong upon 
his face, but nobody looked to see whether 
he was hurt.

The boys wefe for the moment upset in their 
calculations, for Reina was setting such a 
fast pace that nobody seemed to know what 
to do. Cochran, however, decided early in 
the game to give a stubborn battle with 
Monograph, #0 that the Margrave colt hung 
to Reina like a bulldog, and was but a head 
back when they rounded into the back- 
stretch. Then Monograph showed that all 
the reports of his fast work had been based 
upon truth, for he got upon equal terms 
with Reina and at the half-mile mark he as- 
sumed the lead, holding it as he flashed past 
that pole by a short head. Bullman had ai- 
ready begun to hustle Herbert, who was a 
half a lemgth back and on equal terms with 
Blues, still hard held by Turner. Then there 
was daylight, with Flywheel leading Oom 
Paul, Pentecost, and Advance Guard, who 
were bunched so closely together that the 
colors of the jockeys were blended in an un- 
distinguishable mass. 


O’Connor’s Judicious Riding. 
O’Connor was riding a perfect race, for he 


_ Kept Reina well in hand, never once urging 


her. So, when Monograph headed Reina, 
O'Connor did not begin any hard riding, but 
Simply let the filly run to her own liking. 
Right up the back stretch to the three-quar- 
ter pole it was nip and tuck between Reina 
and Monograph. Reina once more pushed 
her head in front, with Monograph stil! run- 
ning ‘at top speed and carrying the hopes 
of his backers at a high pressure. A length 
and a half back was Blues, Turner not hav- 
ing made @ move yet. Herbert, at the three- 
quarter mark, was still under a hustling 
ride by Buliman, and was even then display - 
ing a tendency to falter.

The above pictures. represent two of the 
recent purchases in the East of yachts for 
the 21-foot cabin class to compete for the Sir 
Thomas Lipton trophy next July. Privateer 
was designed and built by C. C. Hanley at 
Monument Beach, Mass., in 1894. This was 
about thrée years prior to the adoption of 
the new Classification of the so-called 21-foot 
cabin class. While Privateer does not come 
up to all the requirements of the cabin class, 
the association permitted it to race in this 
class, and it is therefore eligible for entry to 
all the local races. 

Arab IV., purchased by J. H. Cameron of 
the National Bank of the Republic, was de- 
signed and built by Crosby at Osterville, 


nd launched in Jyly, 1898. The over 
all length is 31 feet 4 inches, and the water 
line will be well up to the 21-foot 6-inch limit. 
Beam on deck, 11 feet 2inches. In ArablV. 
Mr. Cameron will find a good sized and 
roomy cabin, and the craft will make a com- 
fortable cruiser, but will show no great speed 
against the boats of modern design and much 
lighter construction. Should the samé 
amount of rivalry exist between Arab IV. 
and Privateer as there did in the first and 
second seasons of their meeting, in the differ- 
ent races for the new class, it will prove 
interesting to the yacht racing public. It 
is to be hoped the racing 1 be just as 
keen, but that the bitter feeling will not 
be shown which existed between the former 
owners of Privateer and Arab IV. 


Privateer won the percentage of races 'n 
1898, winning nine firsts and two seconds out 


of eleven starts. Arab IV. was second this 


season, winning eight firsts, two seconds, 
and one fourth out of éleven starts. There 
was practically only one real protest that 
year between Arab and Privateer, but in 
the season of 1899, out of twelve appeals 
from the decision of the judges to the Execu- 
tive committee, nine represented Privateer 
or Arab. The seagon of 1899 Arab was de- 
clared the percentage winner, with Harriet 
second, and Privateer third. The season of 
1900 Privateer and Arab IV. changed owners, 
and the name of Arab IV. was changed to 
Dosia, and in the season’s races it was 
eighth on the percentage table, receiving 
only 10 per cent, entering in only two races, 
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and finishing third in one and fourth fn the 
cther. In the south shore circuit Dosia was 
last in the percentage table. As Privateer 
did no racing this season, the official rec- 
ords show a footnote: ‘‘ There were no 
protests appealed from the decision of the 
judges of the association during this season 
cf 1900. 

The season of 1901 Dosia did no racing, 
but Privateer was fourth on the percentage 
Nst, winning four firsts, two seconds, one 
third, and six fourths out of thirteen starts. 


This position of fourth was a good showing 
for Privateer, for the yacht of 1804 was 
racing against the modern designs of B. B. 
Crowninshield’s Opitsah IIl., and Fred 
Lawley’s Tabasco IIl., and Mildred IL., de- 
feating W. Starling Burgess’ design, Eaglet, 
ar.d others of modern build. 

I consider this showing of fourth exceed- 
ingly creditable for an old boat pitted not 
only against the well known designs of the 
East but against some of the best builders 
of racing yachts in Eastern waters.

Finish Is Thrilling. 


Blues was beaten a furlong from home. 
That was evident to everybody, yet there 
was another hope. Burns had put Advance 
Guard under the whip, and the horse, strid- 
ing over the ground with gigantic leaps and 
with a heart that was built upon lines of 
steel, gradually overhauled the fiying leader 
in a way that caused ‘men to shriek and 
women to leap upon chairs. Reina, still 
clinging to the rail, was now under a vigor- 
ous drive from O’Connor. For the first time 
she felt the blows from the whip, but she 
@id not falter. And, though she probably 
heard the thundering hoofs of Advance 
Guard as the iron horse gained upon her 
with every bound, she incréased her speed 
and rushed down to the wire a veritable 
queen of the turf. Forty thousand men and 
women were yelling like Indians as Advance 
Guard looked to have a chance to win. Burns 
laid on the punishment thick, and the horse 
spurted again. A sixteenth from home Ad- 
vance Guard swerved slightly under the 
whip and there was a cry that he was leg 
weary. but he was then only three parts 
of a length away, and Burns kept on driving , 
him to the limit. There was not a stagger in 
Reina’s running, however. Seventy yards 
from home she was but a half a length in 
front of Advance Guard, while Pentecost, 
who had come up from the back of the 
bunch with a flight of speed that made the 
crowd stare at him in astonishment, passed 
Blues and Monograph as if they were stand- 
ing still. But Pentecast’s effort was too 
late, for the two leaders. were going so fast 
he could not make up the ground. A few 
yards from the wire O'Connor, swinging his 
whip, struck Advance Guard atross the nose. 
Whether it was an intentional blow or an 
accident nobody will ever know, but it had 
the eftect of making the horse falter for a 
second, though he came on again with an- 
other powerful attempt to turn defeat into 
victory. Such rooting has never been seen 
upon a racetrack as that which attended 
Advance Guard's final brace, but it was tom 
much for him to accomplish, and, as Reina 
flashed past the judges, victory was hers by a 
short head, with Advance Guard still game 
and willing. 

Pentecost finished so stipng that it was 
the conseneus of opinion that had Redfern 
made his efforts, earlier with the Hastings 
colt he might have been nearer the prize. 


Greet Victor and Vanquished. 


There was a great welcome for O'Connor 
when he rode back to the scales, and also an 
enthusiastic reception for Burns and the 
horse which had run se earnestly in the intér- 
ests of the public. -When Turner came back 
with Blues there was deep silence, for the 
crowd believed the Sir Dixon colt should 
have done better. Then O'Connor climbed 
into the floral horseshoe, was lifted upon the 
thoulders of several mén, and bowed smil- 
ingly in response to‘the salvos of applause 
which went up in volcanic style. 

Mr. Featherstone, who saw the race from 
the clubhouse, was warmly congratulated by 
his many friends, and there was no mistak- 
ing his satisfaction. 

“I felt reasonably sure Reina would win,” 
said Mr. Featherstone. ‘‘ She showed her 
worth in the Brighton Oaks last year, and 
has been pointed for this race all the spring. 
Ip the Metropolitan Handicap, in which she 
finished last, the filly was not ready for a 
hard race, but since then, by careful hand 
ling, she developed enough speed to warrant 
the belief that she could win the race, bar- 
ring accidents. O'Connor rode her with 
splendid skill, and to him much of the credit 
belongs.”’ 

O'Connor sald: ‘“ The filly had a lot of 
speed, Was game all the way, and I had no 
doubt about her ability to win at any stage. 
She was a bit tired in the stretch,but came on 
under a drivein fine style. This is the sécond 
Brooklyn Handicap winner I have ridden, 
and I feel so proud of my success I scarcely 
know what to say.”’ : 

Reina is the first filly to win the Brooklyn 
liandicap. Last year Conroy was-the first 
3-year-old colt to win It. 


Accident in the First Race. 


The day’s sport opened In a way that came 
near casting’ a damper over the afternoon's 
proceedings. It was in a handicap for all 
ages at about six furlongs that Jockeys Geo. 
Odom, Harry Michaels, and Johnny Daly 
had a narrow escape from being killed out- 
right. Odom had the mount on George B. 
*Wa.ters’ Cervera, with Michaels on A. L,. 
Aste’s Sterling Fox and Daly on J. Grant 


was favorite at 7 to5, was running on even 
terms with Cervera, second choice, in the 
middie of the stretch, with Cervera looking 
like a winner, when the latter broke his 
leg and fell, throwing m headlong. Ster- 
ling Fox and Lamp 0’ Lee fell over Cervera, 
both boys going down tinder the flying field. 
The Musketeer then went on and won easily 
by three lengths, with Green B. Morris’ 
Cunard taking the place by a héck from 
Kilogram. Cervera and Lamp o’ Lee, who 
also broke a leg. were led hobbling into the 
infield and were shot. All three boys were 
removed in an ambulance, Odom being un- 
conscious, Daly suffering from a couple of 
broken ribs. and Michaels being bruisea 
about the head. Odom for the time being 
was thought to be fatally injured, but he 
revived and tonight he was said to be all 
right.

CROWD SEES KENTUCKY OAKS. 


Feature Event of the Closing Day at the 
Louisville Track Is Won by 
Wainamoinen. 


Louisville, Ky., May 24.—[{Special. ]—Today 
was the closing day of the meeting. This, 
coupled with the fact that the Kentu¢gky 
Oaks was to be run, drew out one of the 
largest crowd# of the meeting. The grand 
stand was wellfilled. The betting was better 
than any day except Derby day. 

At 4:80 o’clock a dark-looking cloud came 
up from the west ,and with it came a terrific 
wind-storm. It blew under the grand stand 
roof with great velocity, turning over a num- 
ber of chairs and badly scaring some of the 
women. There was a rush to the foot ofthe 
steps by a couple of hundred women, but the 
reassuring words of several men quelled the 
excitement, and everybody finally settled 
back to his or her place while the rain poured 
down. 

The feature event was the Kentucky Oaks, 
which was won by Wainamoinen, Flora Po- 
mona was an absentee. It was reported that 
she was lame. Wainamioinen was the favor- 
ite and made a runaway affair of it, winning 
in a common canter by five lengths from 
Marque. 

Mallory, who was making his first appear- 
ance of the meeting in the opening event, 
ran a go6Od race and, after standing a hard 
drive all the last quarter, managed to last 
long enough to win by a head from Bourbon. 
Cork, well ridden by Jockey Minder, cap- 
tured the second race. His margin Was 
a short head, Slips being the runner fip.

DERBY TALK UP TO DATE. 


EASTERN COLTS NOT SO HIGHLY 
REGARDED AS A WEEK AGO. 


Heno’s Defeat a Disappointment, De- 
spite the Game Manner in Which He 
Fought It Out with Advance Guard— 
Compute Out of It and Oom Paul 
Apparently of Ordinary Caliber— 
Everybody Wants to See McChesney 

and Crusados. 


Derby chances of Eastern. colts which 
heretofore have completely dvershadowed 
the Western contingent in the minds of most 
critics suffered setbacks within the last 
week's racing, which took séme of_ the 
glamour off their records and left Westerners 
withthe impression that they want to be 
shown on June 21 before concefling the rich- 
est plum of the Western turf to an Eastern 
owner. 

Of course, the accident to Compute, who 
was ranked a week ago with Hetio, Old Eng- 
land, and Arsenal in class A, has much todo 
with this, as the Hanover-Reckon colt was 
considered a most formidable contender if 
his owners elected to start him here. But 
when Compute finished last to Masterman in 
the Belmont Stakes at one and three-eighths 
miles on Thursday it was because he had 
broken down, and a most promising young- 
stér’s career was ended, at least for his 
8-year-old form, and probably for good. 

Heno’s slump was sentimental rather than 
attual, but it has served to take the “ un- 
beatable’’ stamp off his name, and with 
many racegoers the fact a horse is beaten, 
no matter how creditable his race may be, 
is a serious affair. Heno, carrying 126 pounds, 
was beaten a head by Dixieline in the Po- 
cantico Handicap at one and one-sixteenth 
miles over the Morris Park hill on Tuesday. 
Dixieline carried ten pounds less, and it was 
generally thought Heno was poorly handled, 
setting a fast early pace, which caused the 
first mile to be reeled off in 1:40% onatrying 
course. Even with that allowance Heno Is 
not supposed to be partial to a rotite through 
a strain of Faustus blood on the side of his 
dam. His race,in the Pocantico did not an- 
swer the question of his route-going abilities 
as fully as some of his admirers would have 
liked, yet he displayed gameness, which ap- 
parently satisfied his owner, Clarence 
Mackay. 

Much of the credit given to Dixteline, who 
had been esteemed lightly, gained by that 
performance was dissipated by his third 
to Heno and Advance Guard in the Jockey 
Club Stakes Thursday at a mile and one- 
eighth, when he finished eight lengths be- 
hind Heno, who was beaten a nose by Ad- 
vance Guard. In this race Dixieline and 
Heno carried even weights, 109 pounds, 
while Carruthers & Shields’ great handicap 


horse was weighted with 129. Still, in view. 


of opinion previous, Dixieline has advanced 
on the week's showing. / 


As in the first race against Dixieline, the 
question was raised whether Heno was 
haridied rightly in allowing Advance Guard, 
a notoriously effective stretch runner, to go 
out and make the pace, yet the Henry 
Young—Quiver colt, which had lain back sev- 
eral lengths and been taken wide at a turn, 
went after Advance Guard in the stretch 
and was beaten only a nose in a rattling 
finish. In view of Advance Guard's present 
form and his second in the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap yesterday, this performance of Heno’'s 
is worthy of note, as the race was run prac- 
tically at weight for age. 

Jacob Worth’s gelding, Oom Paul, whose 
late 2-year-old form led many to believe he 
would be a dangerous candidate, performed 
poorly in the Brooklyn Handfeap, blowing 
up after going well for six furlongs, and 
Igniter in races has strengthened the im- 
pression he is not of Derby caliber. 

While Oom Paul was disappointing his 
admirers in Brooklyn, Pentecost, carrying 
100 pounds, made a showing which demands 
attention to his chances. He came past the 
tiring leaders in the last furlong of the mile 
and a quarter journey as if he might justify 
some of the rosy things Madden had said 
about him so freely as to arouse the sus- 
picion he was trying to sell the youngster. 


Here in the West, McChesney and Cruzados 
still remain the choice of the “ hot stove ”’ 
circuit, but neither has been asked to dis- 
play anything. Hildreth, who at the best is 
not communicative, says he is satisfied with 
McChesney, but knows no more than any one 
else how good the colt now is. He refuses 
to hurry him, although it fs quite likely 
McChesney will be given a breezing in one 
of the Hawthorne events. Cruzados is receiv- 
ing a world of touting, almost enough to kill 
off his chances, according to the precedent 
which has ruled recent Derbies. 

One of the significant deals of the week 
was the purchase by Sam Hildreth of Lord 
Quex from Albert Simons. Lord Quex has 
been raced, and unless he gets too much of 
it will be well seasoned, and it was the Sea- 
soned yotltigsters that won the last two 
Derbies, horses lightly thought of but cour- 
ageots and able to stand the racking jour- 
ney. Lord Quex, In addition, can run-on 
any kind of a track. 


Abe Frank won a sprint race at Louisville 
which did not indicate much, and will be 
asked in the Latonia Derby tomorrow to 
tell his followers in the winter books whether 
they would better keep or tear up che paste- 


boards which they bought at comparatively 
short odds. 
There is another Western horse which de- 
serves a word, although he genéfally has 
been thought shy in the class which makes 
up a real Derby horse. That is Lucien Ap- 
pleby, also under the care of the shrewd 
trainer, Hildreth. Appleby ran second to 
Articulate through the mud at Worth Fri- 
day, and, carrying only six pounds less, 106 
to 112, was beaten a length anda halfina 


mile and seventy yards journey. Appleby 


probably would be smothered by the speed 
in front of him on a fast track, but if the 
Washington Park track should happen to be 
heavy, as it was in 1898, and less so in 1900, 
he might be worth pondering over. + 

The continued indifferent showings by 
Jaubert, Tichenor & Co.'s candidate, and 
the reported breaking down of Bessie Spahr, 
whose owners had hoped she would prove 
another Modesty, affect two youngsters who 
in their 2-year-old careers were extremely 
popular with local racegoers. At the end 
of the season last year Bessie Spahr, who 
was not raced till late, was reeling off six 
furlongs in startling time, and many a $5 
note has been strung along on her in the 
winter book. 


In general, a summing up of the week 
may be said to leave Heno the most talked 
of Eastern candidate, but with a growing 
desire on the part of critics to see Mc- 
Chesney and Cruzados show a few paces 
which will decide whether they really are 
likely winners or merely recruits for the 
corps of promising 2-year-olds which be- 
came mediocre performers in their 3-year- 
old form. XY 

The care of automobiles on Derby day is 
furnishing a problem for the directors of 
the Washington Park club. The club has 
not been slow to recognize the fact that a 
great many of its members and a greater 
number of its Derby day guests have come 
to prefer this style of vehicle. It also recog- 
nizes that fully 9 per cent of the people 
who will go to the course on June 21 in pri- 
vate vehicles will use the kind for which 
horses furnish the motive power. 

In connection with these two facts is an- 
other, and a far more important one, that 
automobiles and horses cannot be mixed in 
close quarters without serious danger. Ayto- 
mobilists who are members of the club have 
been given their instructions. Notice has 
been sent to them that they must draw up 
at the west end of the clubhouse, the front 
entrance having been reserved for carriages 
drawn by horses. Automobiles owned by 
club members will be stored during the races 
in a space sét apart in the clubhouse fn- 
closure, just back of the seven furlong pole. 
That part of the problem was easily settled 
and the solution arrived at is satisfactory 
to the club members who, own motor car- 
riages. 

All others who go-to the Derby in auto- 
mobiles will find a space reserved for their 
machines outside the grounds and across the 
street from the main public entrance. This 
arrangement contemplates the reservation 
of the infleld, as well as the space just east 
of the grand stand, for vehicles drawn by 
horses. As a matter of public safety it 
would not be advisable to allow automobiles 
to mingle with the horses, which necea- 
sarily must occupy all the available space 
across the track in front of the grand stand 
and clubhouse. : 

Workmen are busy making improvements 
in the buildings and grounds. A line of 
private boxes has been built on the lower 
tier of the grand stand in a line with the 
press box, and the passageway moved to 
correspond. The jockey’s room tn the pad- 
dock has been enlarged to twice its size and 
a shower bath put In. A restaurant also 
has been built for the convenience of 
trainers and stable hands. 

The removal of the high board fence he- 
tween the track and the stables, and the 
erection of a wire one, adds greatly to the 
appearance of the surroundings, and next 
season it is the intention to plant elm trees 
at different points on the backstretch, as 
a background to the ever bright green in- 
field,

J. SIDNEY WALKER WINS HIS 
FIFTH RACE IN ST. LOUIS. 


Makes It Five Straight Firsts in Five 
Times Out, Taking Down the Purse 
in Kindergarten Stakes — Horse 
Finds Maddy Track as Much to His 
Liking as the Dryer Going—Other 
Races Well Divided Among Favor- 


ites and Choices. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 24.—[Special.]—W. W. 
Darden & Co.'s colt, J. Sidney Walker, won 
his fifth consecutive victory at the Fair 
Grounds this afternoon, annexing the Kin- 
dergarten Stakes easily from Lacey Craw- 
ford and Pettijohn. Although the track was 
heavy Sidney Walker went away from his 
fleld in tne same impressive style that has 
characterized his races on the dry. Lacey 
Crawford made up some ground in the 
stretch, but his stable companion, Mindora, 
ran a disappointing race. G. C. Bennett's 
Au Revoir could not negotiate the heavy 
going. J. Sidney Walker and Olefiant, the 
crack filly, will meet in the Junior Cham- 
pionship Stakes next Saturday. 

Tom Hayes’ crack 83-year-old Buccleuth 
sprinted away from a field of fast horses in 
the first race. Hilee, the even-money fa- 
vorite, was beaten out of the place by Four 
Leaf C.

‘hrough, being at home as trainer, driver, 
starting Judge, breeder, or in writing graphic 
cescriptions. of famous turf events, has of 
Ate years devoted most of his time to the 
raising and development of a few colts by 
Cay McGregor, a son of Robert McGregor. 

Mr. Grattan, having been more or less of a 
combative person ever since he was big 
enough to double up his fists, is naturally a 
stickler for and advocate of those strains 
of blood in horses that make for stamina 
and gamecock qualities as well as speed, and 
that the MeGregors are of this sort no one 
who has seen Cresceus and others of the 
family perform will question. For Bay Mc- 
Gregor and his colts Mr. Grattan has, by up- 
to-date business methods, made a reputation 
that ils more than local, and not long ago I 
heard that he had picked up at a bargain 
>ounter price a son of the old horse that Is 
ikely to develop into a sensationally fast 
trotter. It isea gelding called Doctor Jim, 
and stepping across the Minnesota prairies 
at a 2:20 gait with little handling was said 
:o be an easy task for him. Asked for the 
solt’s history, Mr. Grattan gives it as fol- 
ows: 

“As to Doctor Jim, it cannot hoodoo him 
any worse to get into the papers, so you are 
welcome to his brief biography. He was 
foaled on this farm—with weak front ankles 
—in May, 1895, the property of Dr. James H. 
Phillips, my family physician. Plaster casts 
and boots got the colt to moving, but he 
paced, and tle ankles have always been 
sickey. The doctor began to drive him 
sarly, but soon sold him to a farmer over 
south. Needing a tough horse again, the 
Joctor bought him back: Last fall Driver 
Millard brought back from the races King 
Sol, a pacer, with a record of 2:24%, I think. 
The doctor fancied him and bought him for 
'350, I am told, turning in Jim at $50. Mil- 
lard wanted his money out of Jim and I ac- 
commodated him. Jim had the dickey 
ankles, a big splint, a curb, his mane was 
tubbed out, ditto his tail: he was mangy, 
shaggy, unkempt, and of none too good re- 
pute as to conduct, but he was hungry, and

Her son, Happy Medium, was a fast colt 
trotter for his day, taking a mark of about 
2:34 at that age in a match race, but a good 
deal of his lack of success in the matter of 
getting real racehorses may fairly be as- 
cribed to the fact that for a large portion of 
his life he was kept near Philadelphia and 
bred mostly to fast road mares, whose owl- 
ers, after hammering the faithful beasts over 
the local speedways for ten or a dozen years, 
expected them to retain vitality enough to 
throw a first-class colt if only they were 
mated with a fair stallion. It was long 
since learned that this prescription for 
"breeding a trotter does not work one time in 
a hundred, but when Happy Medium was in 
his youth and prime it was the accepted for- 
mula and religiously followed. The result 
was that while from the start Happy Medl- 
um got a lot of speed, a good many of his 
trotters were jnclined to quit. This should 
have been charged up where it belonged—to 
the poor class of dams and the fact that 
nearly all the good Happy Mediums of those 
days were pure-gaited trotters, apparently 
knowing no other wey of getting over the 
ground, and every horseman knows that a 
pure-gaited one is bound to quit if he ls 
kept up to his clip. 

Nancy Hanks, the greatest Happy Medi- 
um and a game trotter, was double-gaited 
in the highest degree, and there is no doubt 
in the mind of Ben Kenney, who broke and 
drove her in all her races as a 3 and 4 year 
old, that she could at any time in her career 
have been taught to pace faster than she 
could trot, as in colthood the pace was her 
natural gait, and she never forgot it; even 
after she had'beaten all the trotting records 
she would do a lot of her jogging on a 
pace, and was fussy if obliged to dhange toa 
trot before she was ready todosooof her own 
accord. 

Pilot Medium was in the stud only six 
years, practically speaking, and|/he was a 
wonder. He got some good racehorses, nota- 
bly Jack, which is more than car) be said of 
some other sires of prominence; Nutwood, 
for instance.

With the fight apparently a certainty, a 
short synopsis of the trials and tribula- 
tions of the fighters in getting to the point 
they reached on Wednesday will not come 
amiss. 

After Jeffries disposed of Ruhilin, in the 
poorest heavyweight championship battle 
that ever took place in this country, barring, 
probably, that between Corbett and Mitch- 
ell, at Jacksonville, Fla., Jeff, instead of 
waiting to be challenged, began seeking some 
cne to fight him. Sharkey, the oft-defeated 
but ever willing, was the first man to ac- 
cept the champion’s proposition to fight any 
one. A match was arranged, but afterward 
declared off when it was learned that San 
Francisco, the battleground selected, would 
not tolerate Sharkey. His robbery of Fitz- 
simmons would not down, and the super- 
visors, who practically control fighting in 
San Francisco, would grant no permit for 
the fight. With Sharkey barred in the only 
city in the country wherein a heavyweight 
championship contest could be pulled off 
with monetary success, Jeffries was com- 
pelled to seek some other opponent. Fitz- 
simmons, who had retired after defeating 
Sharkey and Ruhlin, was then drawn into 
the case, and, after considerable beating 
about the bush, agreed to fight, provided 
suitable arrangements could be made re- 
garding the division of the purse. This 
was the stumbling-block’ for quite a little 
while, as Jeffries wanted to battle on the 
76 per cent to the winner_and 25 per cent to 
the loser plan. Bob, however, held out for 
an equal division of the spoils, but later 
agreed to a 60 and 40 per cent division. 

This settled, articles were signed and clubs 
notified to bid for the contest, the same to be 
opened on March 15 and the club bidding the 
highest to get the fight. Pending the day 
set for the opening of the bids rumors were 
afloat that a number of clubs outside of the 
State of California would be represented on 
March 15 with substantial offers, but they 
were honest on that date and San Fran- 
cisco and Les Angeles were the only cities 
represented. Then came.the struggle ae to 
which city would secure the fight. Jef- 
fries naturally favored Los Angeles, his 
home, but was willing to accept any of the 
San Francisco offerings Fitz approved of. 

Then followed the real tug of war. Bob 
repudiated the articles by ae the 
bids remain open until April 1, to give clubs 
in other cities not so far West a chance. 
To this Jeffries was obliged to agree. Then 
came the Charleston (8. C.) bid, Fitz’s ac- 
ceptance, the Governor's refusal to permit 
the fight, and later the falling through of the 
match. This placed Fitzsimmons in a bad 
light, and his position was made worse when 
he accused San Francisco fight managers 
and promoters of not being on the level and 
later when he talked of going to London to 
whip the best six heavy weight® in the world 
in a week, winding up with Jeffries.

foreign lands, and with a Cabinet which-has 
declared its intention of retiring from office. 

No more forcible object lesson could be of- 
fered the world of the strength and stability 
of the present régime. President Loubet 
must have foreseen and provided for ewery 
emergency before he started for Russia. All 
goes on smoothly and regularly as clock- 
work. 


French Cabinet Gossip. 

So far the only effect of Waldeck-Rous- 
seau’s announcement of his resignation is 
eager but idle speculation as to his suc- 
cessor. The name of Leon Bourgeois is on 
everybody’s lips. Nevertheless, the Rad- 
ical leader emphatically disavows any in- 
tention of again taking office. 
the brilliant and ambitious President of the 
defunct Chamber, who !s spoken of as the 
Dauphin of the republic and regarded as a 
candidate for the chief magistracy at some 
later day, is also spoken of as a likely suc- 
cessor to Waldeck-Rousseau. So also is 
Constant, the sturdy statesman, who as 
Ambassador at Constantinople had a suc- 
cessful diplomatic brush with the Sultan 
last summer and who pricked the balloon of 
Boulangerism ten years ago. Doumer, the 
French Chamberlain, is also suggested, and 
so is De Freycinet, the veteran academician, 
who has already left his mark in the history 
ef the republic by his long and able control 
ef the Ministries of War and of Foreign Af- 
fairs. Each of the above is an advanced Re- 
publican, regarded as being able to command 
that party and retain control of that party’s 
strong majority in the chamber, which will 
meet in the Palais Bourbon a week from 
Sunday. 

Opening of Spring Shows. 

Two annual spring shows opened this week 
amidst weather more wintry than vernal, and 
when Mme. Loubet visited the superb exhi- 
bition rhododendrons, azaleas, pinks, and 
orchids in the great conservatory on the 
banks of the Seine there was a storm of hail 
and sleet, accompanied by thunder, light- 
ning, and cold not exceeded in the month of 
May for twenty years. The same weather 
marked the opening of the dog show on the 
terrace of Tuileries Garden, where the prom- 
inent feature is a pack of fox hounds of the 
Pau Hunt, exhibited by Henry Ridgway. AH 
animals are caged and presented with com- 
fort, luxury, and taste surpassing anything 
attained in similar exhibitions in England, 
France, and Germany. As usual the pet 
dog section is the most remarkable. Ama- 
teurs declare that never before has there 
been such a fine collection of Brussels ter- 
riers, now so much in vogue, and also of 
Papilions, Japs, and Pekins, which are quite 
the rage. The exhibition is a huge success, 
especially on ladies’ days, which are Tuesday 
and Wednesday. There are capital sheep 
dogs of famous breeds from Brie country 
and Beauce, but the collies, mastiffs, New 
Foundlands, and St. Bernards are by no

LORD ROBERTS 10 RETIRE 


KING’S BROTHER TO COMMAND 
BRITISH ARMY. 


Present Commander-in-Chief Has Been 
Unable to Introduce the Reforms 
Demanded or to Remove the Incom- 
petent Generals—Duke of Con- 
naught to Take Control as Soon as 
the Coronation Festivities Are Con- 

eluded Next Month.

LONDON, May 24.—Lord Roberts will re- 
tire as Commander-in-Chief of the forces 
after the coronation ceremonies. This de- 
cision doés not depend on the duration of the 
war, and it must be added that it has not 
been opposed by any efforts on the part of 
the King to induce him to remain in office. 

Since he returned from south Africa eight- 
een months ago Lord Roberts’ tenure of of- 
fice has been a thankless and unhappy task 
throughout. None of his wishes in the mat- 
ter of military¢Melicy has been complied 
with, and, excepting for his immediate sta 
of subordinates, he has not succeede 
either in placing the men he wished in im 
portant executive posts or removing the 
Generals who opposed his administration. 

His committees scheme of reform of mili- 
tary education amounts to his last important 
official act and falls as lifeless as his previous 
efforts, and the King has already elected his 
SUCC@SSOr. | 

It is predicted that his Majesty’s state- 
ment in this regard will be confined to de- 
fending the appointment of the Duke of Con- 


} naught as Commander-in-Chief. The Duke 


is personally well thought of. His interest 
in the army is undoubtedly genuine, but, 
like the Duke of Cambridge and other royal 
Dukes who have been in the army, it is in- 
evitable that his career and his knowledge 
of soldiering does not include warfare in 
any sense. 

The chief criticism of the new appointment 
is that King Edward is making the army, as 
Lord Salisbury made the Cabinet, a family 
affair. Popular hostility to this appoint- 
ment, however, is not likely to be lasting, as 
with Lord Roberts’ departure there is no 
other General whose name obviously occurs 
for the post. 


GERMANS ASK OPIUM MONOPOLY 


Syndicate Offers China $15,000,000 
- Annually for Exclusive Control of 
the Trade in the Empire.

London Spectator Points Out the Ef- 
forts of Berlin Editors to Use Steam- 
ship Deal to Stir Up Hostility Be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States—Discovery Results in a De- 
cided Reaction in the British Mind 
Toward the Great Republic.

LONDON, May 24.—A remarkable insight 
into the future development of international 
politics along the lines of commercial rivalry 
has been given this week. It marks the be- 
ginning of the revolution which has so long 
been prophesied in the diplomatic world, and 
recognizes a new power for shaping interna- 
tional destinies, of which J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan is the pioneer representative. | 

The Times was the first to call attention 
to this matter in insignificant articles deal- 
ing with the allegtd efforts of Germany to 
use the steamship deal to stir up hostility 
between England and the United States, It 
was urged that the gaiser would be quick 
to see in the first outbreak of resentment 
of British pride an opportunity to turn it to 
the advantage of the Germans both in Eng- 
land and America. 


Germany Accused of Trickery. 

The Spectators today puts In this trenchant 
language: 

“Germany, by the semi-official means 
which she knows so well how to employ, 
has seen an excellent opportunity in the ex- 
citement here to exaggerate the perils to 
which we are beng exposed, and has done 
her best to egg us on to resist the invasion of 
Great Britain by America. 

**Her newspapers in public and her rulers 
in private have first triumphed over our al- 
leged discomfiture, and then urged us to arm 
and withstand the American invader before 
it is too late. 

** Their object in doing this has apparently 
been hdden from the majority of the lead- 
ers of public opinion, including a large num- 
ber of members of the House of Commons, 


Germany’s Purpose Is Clear. 

“The aim of Germany is clear enough. 
She is terribly alarmed at the notion that 
America is entering on anything approach- 
ing commercial codperation with Great 
Britain, for she sees in that prospect the 
creation of a force which would infallibly 
destroy her most cherished ambition. Ac- 
cordingly she has striven her hardest to 
make the assertion of America’s claim to 
share in the Atlantic transport business not 
a rource of closer relations between the two 
bran of our race, as it should be, sbut of 
enmity and distrust. 

*“ The German Intelligence department has 
grasped what the British public has not— 
that codperation in the Atlantic carrying 
trade, and so in the carrying of our food 
supplies, would have an important effect 
on any future war between England and 
the powers of the continent. They see, 
though we do not, what we stand to gain 
politically and they to lose. Accordingly, 
Germany is most anxious, if-she cannct 
actually stop the shipping combine, to make 
it a source of ill-feeling between England 
and America.”’

Foreign Affairs Ignored. 

oreign affairs pass almost without obser- 
vation. The triumph of American good faith 
in the-establishment of the Cuban republic 
has excited no discussion in the press be- 
yond an occasional intimation that the 
United States, having found another Cromer 
in General Wood, ought to have kept him 
in Havana to set in order the political and 
industrial reforms required for working out 
the redemption of the fortunes of the island. 

President Loubet's visit to Russia has been 
watched -Metlesely, and much greater inter- 
Been excited by the persistent ru- 
tivrs that the German Emperor is consider- 
imp the possibility of making a journey to 
the United States and accepting an informal 
iuvitation. from President Roosevelt for 
cfideting, either among the Adirondacks or 
the Rockies.

They all of them are titular pages of honor 
to the sovereign while pupils of the school, 
though only a relatively small number of 
them are called upon to do actual duty as 
pages of honor at court functions. On at- 
taining their eighteenth year and graduating 
they usually receive either commissions as 
officers in one of the regiments of the Guar, 
or else in the diplomatic service. At the 
court of France in monarchical times similar 
provision was made for the education at the 
King’s expense of the pages of honor. 


CAN recall the late Marquis 
de Chanaleilies, who died a 
few years ago, describing to 
me how carefully he and his 
fellow-pages, all young no- 
blemen of ancient lineage, 
had been educated by their 
royal masters, having, in- 
deed, a special riding schoo! 
assigned to them by King 
Louls XVIII. and by King 
Charles X. at the Palace of 
Versailles. Besides taking 
part in all state functions in 


gold buttons, they were re- 
quired to attend upon the 
sovereign when out driving. 
This was no joke in the case 
of King Louis XVIII., who 
was £0 enormously fat that 
it was absolutely impossible for him to walk. 

The voracity of his appetite, however, and 
his gluttony rendered it indispensable that 
he should take exercise for the purpose of 
aiding his digestion” With this object in view 
a carriage was constructed for him, which 
was only hung in front, but which had no 
Springs or straps behind, so that the jolting, 
especially over the cobblestones with which 
Paris and Versailles were paved in those 
days, was something terrific. While this 
joiting was beneficial to the health of the 
obese monarch, it was, according to the old 
Marquis, a source of terrible discomfort to 
those of the pages of honor whose duty it was 
to stand behind the royal carriage gr on the 
doorstep at éither side. 

There were no pages of honor at the court 
of King Louis Philippe, and, while they were 
revived by Napoleon III., they only figured 
during his eighteen years’ reign at state 
functions, being usually sons of court dig- 
nitaries and officers of the army and navy, 
the old aristocracy holding aloof from the 
Tulleries during the third empire.

T the court of England there 
are but four pages of honor 
that figure on the roster of

These four boys, whose ages 
range from 12 to 16, each of 
them receives a salary of 
$1,500 a year for their term 
of office, which usually ends 
with their sixteen or seven- 
teenth year. Formerly they 
were entitled to a commis- 
sion in the guards on leav- 
ing the royal service, and 
while this rule has been 
abandoned, their future ie generally pro- 
vided for in one way or another by the royal 

family. 
Their duties as pages of honor are purely. 

ornamental, and consist in bearing the trains 
of the mantles of the King and Queen at 
Such ceremonies as the opening of Parlia- 
ment, and in attending on their Majesties 
at drawing-rooms, state concerts, court 
balls, and other functions of the same kind. 
This, of course, does not interfere with their 
education, and three out of the four pres- 
ent pages of honor are at Eton, their hand- 
some salary, of course, going a long way 
towards the payment of the expenses of their 
schooling. They are subject to the direction 
of the Master of the Horse, now the Duke 
of Portland, and must not be confounded 
with the so-called pages of the back stairs, 
pages of the chambers, pages of the pres- 
ence, and state pages, all of them members 
of the Lord Chamberlain's department and 
who are merely a superior sort of servants— 
that is to say, glorified menials.

The advantages of- 
fered to American and other English-speak- 
ing students are a full course of instruction 
in the French language, literature, and his- 
tory by professors holding the highest grades 
of the University of Paris.

Prance. 


There are now some 800 student members 
in the Guild. They enjoy the use of a read- 
ing-room, library, lecture-room, tearoom, 
exchange of lessons, and conversation. 
Those who desire can take luncheon 
at the institution at a modest price, 
while an excellent French family, M. 
and Mme. Dega and their daughter, 
Miss Dega, who is secretary of the Guild, 
receive as pensionaires at a moderate rate 
students who may desire to live at the insti- 
tution. The price of the courses is $20 a term.

ARE PENALTIES TO BE ENFORCED? 

Congressman Mann has extorted from the 
Treasury officials a little information re- 
garding the Chicago public building, the 
construction of which bids fair to consume 
as much time as did the siege of Troy. It 
appears that the contractor for the building 
agreed to complete his work by January b 
of this year if the site and foundation were 
turned over to him on July 1, 1svs. They 
were not turned over to him until November 
10 of that year. This was not the fault 
of the contractor, who will be given credit 
for the time lost in beginning work. Making 
allowance for the contractor's enforced de- 
lay, he should have completed his contract 
} on the 10th of this momth. 

There is a penalty of $250 for every day’s 
delay beyond the time which the contractor 
can claim under the terms of his contract. 
Unless he is able to show that he is entitled, 
through any fault of the government or its 
responsible agents, to an additional exten- 
sion, penalties to the amount of $3,750 have 
already accrued. As much remains to be 
done before the eontractor will turn over- 
the building to the government, the penalty 
clause, if enforced, will save the Treasury 
a considerable sum. 

The special architect and the Treasury 
officials decline to enter into this matter of 
penalties. They say no date has been fixed 
when the $250 a day penalty shall begin to 
run, and refuse to say whether a date is to 
be fixed. They wave aside the request for 
specific information in the lordly manner 
which often characterizes the bureaucrat, 
and are graciously pleased to say that “ the 
whole matter will eventually be disposed of 
to the satisfaction of the people of Chicago.” 
Perhaps the officials hope that when the 
government building is completed, in the 
dim future, Chicagoans will be so overjoyed 
that they will ask no questions as to the 
cause of the unprecedented delay in con- 
struction or as to whether penalties have 
been enforced. 

The righteous indignation of Chicagoans 
cannot be allayed by assurances that every- 
thing will be explained to their satisfaction 
in “the sweet bye gnd bye.” They crave 
information now. They wish, to know 
whether the penalty clause is to be enforced, 
and if not, why not. It should be enforced. 
They wish also to be informed why the 
special architect did not long ago prepare 
the plans for the interior of the building, so 
that the contracts might have been let be- 
fore this, and the contractors be ready or 
nearly ready to begin their work on the 
building after the exterior is completed. 

The special architect is to receive $4,500 a 
year as long as his job lasts. He is not re- 
quired to give his full time to the govern’ 


parties. The Committee on Public Build- 
ings may properly inquire whether the pe- 
culiar arrangemé@nt with the special archi- 
tect has worked to delay the completion of 
the building. If it shall discover that such 
has been the case, it should recommend that 
no agreements which lead to the nursing of 
jobs be entered into with future special 
architects. 


MURDERER AND HERO. 

The attitude of the Italian public toward 
the bandit Musolino is instructive, if not 
edifying. Musolino has killed his man, or, 
rather, he has killed his fourteen men. He 
has spent his life avenging himself upon 
his enemies for an imprisonment which he 
considered unjust. “I will not touch him; 
vengeance belongs to God,” exclaimed the 
magnanimous hero of a recent melodrama, 
while the house came down. Musolino wai 
different. He had no intention of shifting 
his private grudges to the shoulders of the 
Deity. He was willing to take his fair- 
part in the moral governuient of the world. 
Certain men had done him wrotig.” He 
was willing to be the “scourge of God” | 
upon them. 

He is now brought to trial at Lucca. The | 
town is said to be en féte. Popular sym- - 
pathy for the prisoner is widespread and 
demonstrative. The situation could be ex- 
cused, or, at least, condoned, if the prisoner 
were charged with some offense which was 
statutory rather than fundamental, which 
was established by the caprice of the law 
rather than by the bottom-most principles 
of civilized morality. If, for instance, he 
were charged with smuggling and the law 
against smuggling was highly unpopular, 
one could understand how he might easily 
become a hero in whom the wrongs of the 
multitude were supposed to be summed up. 
Many estimable God-fearing citizens of pre- 
revolutionary Massachusetts violated the 
navigation acts and traded with the West 
Indies in ways forbidden by the laws under 
which they then lived. Yet they did not 
thereby lose their highly respected position 
in the church and in society. Murder, how- 
fever, is usually regarded by people who 
have escaped from savagery as in itself and 
by virtue of its own nature a sin and a

The 
Sheriff may look upon his prisqner with 
some admiration, but also he will imprison | 
or hang him. The admiration is a con- 
cession to original human instincts, The 
imprisonment and the hanging are a recog 
nition of necessary social law. The James 
brothers may be made the heroes of a melo- 
drama. They would not for that reason 
escape lawful punishment.

THE STATUE TO DE ROCHAMBEAU. 

The Marshal de KRochambeau has waited 
long for his statue, but it has been erected 
at last. Perhaps he would have had it 
sooner if, like Lafayette, he had been a 
volunteer in the Amerrcan cause and had 
beld a commission in the American armies, 
De Rochambeau came to this country un- 
der orders. He was at the head of a French 
army. He was the representative of 
France. The statue of him which was un- 
veiled at Washington yesterday is not so 
much a recognition of American indebted- 
ness to the Marshal as to France—to the 
nation without whose material aid in hard 
money and supplies first and then in sol- 
diers and ships American independence 
could not have been secured when it was. 

There is, however, a personal indebted- 
ness to the French Marshal. He came here 
at the head of an army of veteran soldiers 
to codperate with the continental forces 
“in their ragged regimentals,” It would 
not have been surprising if a man of De 
Rochambeau’s rank and experience had 
thought he should play the leading part 
in the conduct of military affairs, It would 
not have been surprising if he had had 
for the continental soldiers, often sadly 
lacking in discipline and soldierly neatness, 
the same contempt t British officers had 
for American milithimen during the French 
and Indian warg It would not have been 
surprising if speaking different laun- 
guages and trained after different fash- 
ions had been unable to work together 
without friction. It is the great merit of 
De Rochambeau that there was perféct 
harmony where there might have been dis- 
cord. He let Washington lead and followed 
loyally. 

It may well be supposed that there were 
times De Roechambeau was impatient 
over the slow progress of events, and when 
he saw measures adopted which seemed to 


} him unwise. If so, he kept his thoughts to 


himself-and waited patiently for that word 
from Washington which summoned him to 
Yorktown and to victory. 

Americans are under an eterna! obligation 
to France not merely for the army of brave 
soldiers she sent to this country in 1780 
but for the gallant, unassuming, and broad- 
minded General she sent as the commander 
of that army. The statue of the Marsha) 
is a too long delayed recognition of Amer- 
ican indebtedness to France and an illus- 
trious Frenchman. 3 


LORD PAUNCEFOTE. 

There died yesterday at Washington the 
dignified and conciliatory gentleman who as 
Minister and Ambassador represented Great 
Britain at Washington for fourteen years, 
and who did during that long period all 
that lay in his power to promote a friendly 
understanding between his country and the 
United States. At the time of the con- 
troversy over the Wenezuelan boundary 
Lord Pauncefote exerted himself stren- 
uously in the interests of peace, and it is 
not unlikely that his efforts were instru- 
mental in inducing Lord Salisbury to modi- 
fy his policy. It may fairly he assumed 
that Lord Pauncefote’s representations had 
something to do with the acquiescence of 
the \British government in the abrogation 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 

There were made public a few months 
ago dispatches from the German Ambas- 
sador to his government, written at the 
time of the commencement of the Spanish 
war. Statements made therein warranted 
the inference that Lord Pauncefote was de- 
sirous that the representatives of the Eu- 
ropean powers at Washington should unite 
in the suggestion to their respective gov- 
ernments to bring pressure to bear upon the 
United States in behalf of peace. Lord 
Pauncefote never made a rejoinder to these 
statements, and the subject is one which 
may now well be consigned to oblivion. If 
Lord Pauncefote was indisereet on that 
occasion nothing came of the indiscretion. 

Lord Pauncefote was one of the trained 


public servants of England. He was At- 


torney General of one colony and Lord 
Chief Justice of another: He became legal 
assistant in the Colonial and then in the 
Foreign office, and finally permanent Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs. From 
that position he was transferred to Wash- 


} ington, when Lord Sackville West was re- 


called at the request of the American gov- 
ernment for having written an imprudent 
letter. The British government was so 
well pleased with Lord Pauncefote that 
it retained him in service at Washington 
beyond the date when he should have been 
retired on account of age. 

It is to be regretted that Lord Paunce- 
fote’s life was not prolonged, so he might 
have enjoyed some years of dignified ease 
after his many years of labor. 


DEATH OF A HERO. : 

By the recent death of Bishop Wiliam 
Taylor at Palo Alto, Cal.,.the Methodist 
Church has lost the greatest and most suc- 
cessful of its evangelists and the world a 
missionary who ranks with Francis Xavier 
nnd Adoniram Judson in the pioneer char- 
acter and wide area of his work. He began 
the career of evangelist fifty years ago, and 
his work carried him into nearly every part 
of the world. | 

Bishop Taylor’s first appointment as a 
missionary was to California, and there he 
labored for seven years. ‘Thence he went to 
Canada, where he remained five years, and 
from there he journeyed to Australia, where 
he conducted . missionary services three 
years. Next he appeared in south Africa, 
laboring amorfg the Kaffirs. Two years 
later he was in the West Indies. He then 
spent fourteen months revisiting Australia, 
and in 1870 went to India, where he estab- 
lished self-supporting missions in Bombay, 
Madras, Caleutta, and other cities. In six 
and a balf‘years he secured fifty-one local 
preachers of Indian birth. In 1884 he was 
elected a Bishop, and Africa was made his 
diocese. He accepted the appointment and 
called for volunteers, and at once fifty-two 
missionaries sailed for Africa to assist him, 
There for more than ten years he labored 
among the savage tribes in the great Congo 
region. For greater facility in getting 
nbout, he sent to England and had a steam- 

-er made for navigating the upper Congo, 
vt hich was sent to Stanley Pool in sections. 
Even when he was 73 years of age he trav- 
eled 1,500 miles inland into a part of Africa 
which at that time had not been mapped out. 
His last trip was made into that region in 
1897 for the purpose of saying good-by to 
his converts and associates, and the next 
year he was retired for age, since which 
time he has lived in California, where more 
than half a century ago he labored among 
the miners. |

| HERE is no more difference between the fresh 
es ie breezes blowing across the Atlantic Ocean and the

man supposed to have written them, as distinguished from the works. 
About the middle of the eighteenth century John Upton, the elder 
‘Colman, and a few other critics attempted to prove that the author 
of the playe was familiar with Greek, Latin, and later foreign languages; 
ut they were completely refuted by Richard Farmer in his famous “ Essay 
on the Learning of Shakepeare,” first published in 4766. Dr. Warton refers 
to it as “a work by which an end is put forever to the dispute concerning 
the learning of Shakspeare.” Jt did settle the discussion until the Baco- 
nians revived it, and they have made no converts among Shakspeare scho!- 
ars of any respectability, | 
' 2: As to the folio of 1628, ail critics worthy of the name agree that it 
is just what it purports to be, a collection of Shakspeare’s plays, made 
seven years after his death by two of his fellow-actors, who had no skill 
or experience in editing, and that it was printed partly from manuscripts 
used in the theater and partiy from earlier editions of single plays, which 
had also been used by the actors in learning their parts. Internal evidence 
shows beyond the possibility of doubt that the plays tn the folio could not 


have been carefully revised or seen through the press by any person who 


had had experience in editing, printing, or publishing. That Francis Bacon 
could have edited them or supervised their publication is inconceivable— 


. except to a fool or a Baconian. 


Mr. Craik, in the North British Review for February, 1854, showed 
that the misprints and corrections in the folio probably amount to “ about 
20,000,”" Bacon’s own works are remarkably free from such faults. 

That manuscripts used in the theater were used by the printer, rather 
than revised copies, is evident from the fact that in repeated instances 
names of actors are prefixed te speeches in place of those of the proper 
characters; sometimes from five to eight times in a single scene. This fact 
alone is sufficient to prove that Bacon did not prepare the “ copy ” for press, 

Again, there is no regularity in the division of the plays into acts and 
scenes. Same plays are not divided at all from beginning to end; some are 
divided only into acts; some into acts and scenes; some partly divided and 
partly not; some with the grossest blunders in division and numbering. 

Only seven of the thirty-six plays have Mists of the dramatis persone, 
in every instance at the end. The omission covld not be due to want of 
space, as a blank page occurs in several instances at the end, where the list 
could have been put. 

Verse is often printed ae prose, and prose as verse. Matter is some-

times duplicated, an earlier and a revised form being both given, or two 
independent forms, like the two epitaphs at the end of “ Timon of Athens.” 
Shakspeare evidently wrote both in hig manuscript, while hesitating be 
tween them, and afterwards neglected to strike one out. Conld the schol- 
arly have been guilty of euch care 

Among the worst errors in the volume are the passages in foreign lan- 
guages, which are almost incredibly corrupted, In Bacon’s own works such 
quotations are printed, ae a rule, with extreme accuracy. 

How can the Baconians explain these things? ‘They have never done it. 
We may safely defy them to do it. 

One or two other of the many arguments against the Baconien theory 
may be briefly mentioned. 

Shakspeare and Bacon differed widely in their opinion of the Pnglish 
language as a medium of literary expression. Shakespeare was equally a 
master and a/lover of his mother tongue. He did more to develop it and 
to establish ite character, to give it form and fixity, than any other writer 
who ever lived. “Shakepeare and the Bible” have been grouped as the 
great instrumentalities in making EXnglish what i Ie. 

Bacon did not belleve in English as a@ literary language. He wrote 
much in Latin and desired to have all his books put into a Latin dress; 
“for these modern languages,” he said, “ will at one time or another play 
the bankrupt with books.” In sending Prince Charles “ The A@vancement 
of Learning” in Latin he said: “It is a book that will Hive and be a citi- 
zen of the world, as English books will not.” 

This and other contemptuous references to English were written forty 
years after Spenser had proclaimed and justified his faith in hie own lan- 
guage. Yet Dr. Owen and Mrs, Gallup say Bacon wrote Spenser's work. 

Shakspeare’s women are of themselves an absolute refutation of the 
Baconian heresy; and, so far as I am aware, Mrs. Henry Pott is the only 
writer on that side who has attempted to meet this argument. She says 
frankly that from his references'to women, “we see that Bacon formed 
unfavorable views regarding them, views which unhappy passages in his 
life probably, tended to confirm. The Shakspeare plays seem to exhibit the 
same unfavorable sentiments of their author,” The lady proceeds to 
classify the 130 female characters in the plays thus: “1, furies or vira- 
gos; 2, shrews and sharp-tongued women; 8, gossiping and untrustworthy; 
4, fickle, faithless, and artful—assumed throughout the plays to be the 
normal condition of womanhood; 5, thoroughly immoral; 6, gentle, simple, 


that a general one for aH manner of diseases and injuries, today nearly 
every weil-defined specialty has its separate hospital; women’s hospitals and

-have net kept step with European ideas, for many large cities there have 


specialized their hospitals far beyond the plan still general with us. In 
fact, revision is sorely needed in many Chicago hospitals where we have 
not progressed beyond the broad distinction of cases into medical and 
surgical (of course, with separate wards for men, women, and children), but 
where we fail to recognize the fact that nowadays to mix eye or ear cases 
with amputations or accidents is bad surgery, harmful to the patients them- 
selves, and a source of confusion and misunderstanding h to nurses and 
attending medical officers. A well defined specialty should have a distinct 


ward to itself; it adds dignity to the disease, it enhances responsibility and 


places it where jit belongs, and in every way encourages accuracy of diag- 
nosis and directness of treatment. We are also sadly in need of a specif- 
ically planned hospital for contagious disenses, preferably on the cottage 
system, where both the poor and the well-to-do may find shelter and care, | 

An admirable characteristic of Chicago hospitals is their adjunct, the 
Training School for Nurses. Within relatively a few years the system 
of haphazard nursing by unskilled and untrained, more or less permanent 
employés has yielded to the system by which, in exchange for their labor 
and to fit them for a subsequent wage-earning career, instruction is given 
young women in the scientific care of the sick and injured. Inestimable is 


“the vaine of this modern method, for not only does it make treatment more 


accurate but it gives new hope and life to many who hitherto had felt 
themselves deprived of an outlet for their womanly sympathies. 

Chicago's 4,500 hospital beds are more than full—double that number 
beg for admission, and must either be, for the time, refused or turn to 
other places for relief from their sufferings. What has changed the horror 
once with reason, and even now often traditionally, felt at the bare mention 
of hospital into a prayer to be admitted within the walls? The sick man 
begs chiefly for relief from pain and for restoration to health, and will 
go where he can find it quickest. This formerly was the home—the hos-

pital was the place he hope was abandoned and where one might die! 
The so-called hospital fever, the hospital gangrene, attest by the name the 
death riot of years ago. Today the mortality within the hospital is rela- 
tively less than that without. One reason for this change is found im the 
scientific study of the cauees and prevention of disease and in hospital 
hygiene. Moreover, even the ignorant can perceive that treatment with- 
in the hospital is eminently scientific and resourceful, while outside, money 
itself cannot always procure the means for meeting vital emergencies the 
instant they arise. Add to this the quiet, the calm, the routine of the ward 
or private room, the regularity of medical or surgical attendance, the con- 
stant presence of nurses and resident staff, the resources of drugroom and 
laboratory, the saving of time otherwise demanded from members of the 
household, and it is no wonder that the modern hospital is becoming a 
sanctuary for’relief instead of a Golgotha of despair. This modern hospital 


{ga building designed for its specific purpose, has its own architectural con- - 


girudion, and demands the fulfiiment of well defined requirements before 
it meets the approval of science. It is not simply a public adornment to a 
chty, [t is a living monument to humanity. 

The cost of maintenance is an interesting problem, and though many 
hospitals are strictly governed by commercial ideas, some are extravagant 
when politically influenced or when rich, others are necessarily penurious 
when the income is small and precarious. In Germany the cost per patient 
per day may be brought as low as 5O or even 25 cents. In Eng- 
land 30 cents to $1 is estimated; in the United States one hospital 
spends as much as $2.32 per patient per day; others run from 75 
cents to $1.50. One of our best Chicago hospitals has just estimated that 
the 2,000 patients treated during the year, at an approximate equivalent 
of 21,000 days, cost per patient per day a fraction over $1.30. Here there 
was no petty restriction as to food or medical expense, but affairs were ad- 
ministered with prudence and economy. 

In most Chicago hospitals the ward beds are supposed to be free to 
worthy (deserving) sick poor, but a ward bed may be occupied by any one 
on payment of $8 a week; beds in smaller, semi-private wards, or beds 


themselves are not always immune outside the classroom. : 
The caste division in the university is the result partly of the high and 
mightiness of the upper circles, partly of the innate differences between the 
classes in their point of view; and its existence is rendered pathetic by the 
desire of the obscure students for recognition, Most of the society young 
women belong to one of four local clubs, which stand in the stead 
here of national sororities. Notwithstanding this formal division of the 
girls into sets, they are not especially clannish among themselves. Some of 
them expect to teach, some to lead domestic lives, and most of them to fill 
positions more or less prominent. But whatever their differences, they 
have come together by choice, and, like the first circles of other communi- 
ties, they are congenial because they have the same mental attitude, the 
same conceptions of what is and what is not lovely, or, perhaps more accu: 
rately, of what does and what does not constitute good form. The other 
class of students is not held together by any unifying idea of what consti- 
‘tutes perfection, and it has fallen into numerous cliques of four or five each. 
Some of those students whose qualifications are almost suffictent to 
admit them to the first circle find solace in one another’s company. Sev- 
eral members of Phi Beta Kappa (an organization to which admission is 
attained only by bigh scholarship) spend their spare moments together. 
Their presence contributes a pleasant personality to the campus, appearing, 
as they do, neatly but unfashionably arrayed and conversing in well modu- 
lated sentences pervaded by a gentle, academic humor, The other day a 
new circle was discovered. The members appeared nondescript except for 
their fair skin and high coloring, and the girls about the eating-room de- 
cided that they must have been drawn together by their excellent complex- 


ions. Sometimes no possible bond of congenialty is apparent. The stupid . 


but well-meaning girl gets into a group with the clewer chatterbox who 
dresses showily and with another person who jokes a great deal, under the 
impression that she bas a sense of humor. Glaring incompatibilities often 
give the impression that the little, unnoticed girls occasionally go with

Still, whatever the uncon- 
genialities of the small groups and the individual members of them, they 
have the common, underlying sentiment of admiration for their fashionable 
colleagues. A characteristic conversation the other day showed, however, 
how impossible it would be for the average members of the two social 
worlds to mix outside the classroom. )

*I think she’s swell!” answered the girl from the mass of the stu- 
dent body, ‘ 

Of course, all of the women students come together in the halls and 
the waiting-room. When the social favorites come inte the waiting-room 
they unconsciously possess it. They make their little jokes and go through 
their little performances. One girl sings the “Maiden’s Prayer” as a 
cud would sing it and receives the unspoken approval of admirers un- 
known to her, A girl brings shirt waist material worth a dollar and a 
quarter a yard and gold-mounted scissors to college with her, In the wait- 
ing-room one of her friends, in lieu of a pattern, smooths the goods over 
the owner's shoulder and whacks into the fabric with cheerful, sublime 
ignorance of how a shirt waist should be cut. The pair indulge in repartee 
and hilarious laughter and their friends collect around them. -All the while 
a pale girl seated on the radiator alone watches the performance in open 
but envious admiration. Another with a much-washed pink liberty scarf 
about her shoulders, in emulation of a more fashionable toilet than her own, 
has a cynical smile on her face and a halt-concealed look of longing. And 
little Phi Beta Kappa, with eyes long removed from her page, says ae plain- 
ly as though she spoke the words that she would almost certainly give up 
all of her honors to be one of the superior social] group. 

If there were some way to teach the little bourgeoise of the university 
the difference between the truly elegant and the sham, between the “ limit” 
and the “ swell,” the lesson would be worth their learning. If any course 


“a lady "—which means “loaf giver,” a helpful, serviceable being; she 
cared only to be “ladylike "—that is to say, to have an imitation of some 
of the outward symbols of true ladyhood.

Next it became some 
women’s pride and joy to imitate men. But, unfortunately, it seemed that 
the men these~imitators had known must have beén mostly rough and 
slangy. Sensible women noted with indignation that their sisters who 
pushed ‘to the front had no ideal of their own; nothing but a second-hand 
copy of masculine ideals, of some of whic—notably the educational ideals 
~anen were themselves growing doubtful. 

As ‘women had once shut themselves up in ididhess in their homes, so

OME’ astonishment has been created 
by the announcement that President 
Loubet, on his way home from Rus- 
sia, will pay a visit to the court of 

| Copenhagen, so as to have an excuse 
for not passing through the Kiel Canai, 
which latter would entail the accep- 
tance of all sorts of courtesies from the 
German authorities, and in all probability 
entertainment by the Kaiser. 

For King Christian has virtually boycotted 
France for the last thirty-five years. He 
has pointediy refrained from ever setting 
foot on French 6goil ever since the war of 
1864, and not even when his son Waldemar 
Was married to the daughter of the Duc de 
Chartres at Chantilly, in the presence of the 
late Queen of Denmark and the now wid- 
+ Owed Empress of Russia and Queen Alex- 
andra of England, would he consent to cross 
the French frontier for the purpése of at- 
tending the ceremony. 

Each spring during the last few years an 
endeavor has been made to induce the old 
monarch to spend a few weeks on the French 
Riviera, and the widowed Czarina in par- 
‘tieular has been most pressing in urging her 
father to stay with her at Nice. But he has 
always refused, declaring that while he was 
| quite ready to y at San Remo, or any- 

where else on the Italian portion of the Ri- 
viera, nothing could induce him to visit Nice, 
Cannes, of any other point on the French 
side of the boundary line. As there were all 
sorts of difficulties, political and in the way 
of accommodation, to prevent the Dowager 
Czarina from spending the spring on the 
Italian Riviera, his trip south has therefore 
invariably been abandoned. 

King Chiistian's attitude is ascribed to the 
refusal of France to lift a finger tn the 
fense of Denmark in the war of 1864, and it 
is all the more marked in view of the fact 
that he spends each year several months in 
Germany and maintains today the friendli- 
est intercourse with the reigning house of 
Prussia, although the latter took thé lead- 
ing part in despolling him of the Danish 
speaking duchies of Schleswig-Holstein. 
However, prior to the Kaiser’s accession 
when he was looked upon as a Species of 
“enfant terrible,” and hot only regarded 
but likewise treated with pronounced fll- 
will by most of thé crowned heads and fors 
sign royaiities,-old King Christian of Den. 


mark never lost an opportunity of

ing his sympathy and even affection for 
him, pronouncing him to be misjudged and 
misunderstood, -and a youyg Prince with a 
brilliant future before him. William has 
never forgotten this, and I doubt if there is 


any sovereign in Europe for whom he enter- 


tains a more profound veneration than’ 
Christian. 

Christian believes to this day that had 
France lived up to her secret engagements 
in 1864, his reign would not have been dark- 
ened by the loss of his two duchies. In fact, 
he feels that France played him false in 
the matter, and that she failed on that 
occasion to fulfill the solemn pledges which 
she had made. 


Another roya) who similarly 
boycotted France for more than a quarter 
of a century has been the Queen of the 
Belgians. Her only boy, Prince Leopold, 
Duke of Brabant, died at thé age of 10 in 
1869 after only a few hours’ sudden and 


mysterious illness, and a general belief pre- . 


vailed for a long time, both in Belgium and 


abroad, that he had been poisoned, and that 


his death ought: to be laid at the doors of 
eome.of those unscrupulous agents of the 
imperial government at Paris who thought 
that they were advancing the political in- 
tereste of France and of*the Bonaparte 
dynasty. by. bringing about the disappear- 
ance from the scene of the heir to the throne 
of Belgiim. For at the time King Leo- 
pold’s only brother, the stone deaf Conunt 
of Flanders, was seriously ill, and neither 
of the latter's two sons had been borm A 
vacancy of the throne of Belgium at that 
junetiire without any Belgian Prince of the 
blood available as a successor would have 
fu ied a pretext to Napoleon to occupy 
Belghim in accordance withthe terms of 


that oclebrated secret treaty, negotiated by 


Bismarck the French Ambassador at 
‘Berita, Count nedetti, according to which 
Prance was to take Belgium and Germany 
Holland. 

Of course, there was never any proof that 
the young Duke of Brabant had actually 
been poisoned. But in those days medical 
science was far less developed than it is 
‘at the present time, and the consequence 
“was ‘that .deaths which at present would 
be justly ascribed to natural causes were 
“Often attributed to crime. ‘The agents em- 
ployed ..by Napoleon Ill. were admittedly 
wunecrupulous lot of men, and infinkely 


“worse were all those clever and dangerous 


edventurere who expected to ingratiate 
themselves at the Tuileries by bringing 
about, by methods that did not bear the 
light..of day, a condition of affairs advan- 
tageous-to*the imperial government. So 
that it was after all not astonishing that 
the Duke of Brabarit’s death should be set 
down to French poison, and that the be- 
reaved mother, whose whole affections were 
centered in the lad, should share this belief. 


Queen Victoria, during hef sixty years’ 
reign, made quite a number of places—sev- 
cral of them within her own dominions—feel 
the weight of her displeasure by subject- 
ing them to a species of boycott. One of 
them was Sidmouth, where her father’s 
corpse had been seized immediately after 
his sudden death by his many creditors in 
the hope of getting in that way their Habili- 
ties settled. For forty-eight hours was its 
departure and that of the royal widow and 
his orphan child delayed by this move on the 
part of the tradespeople of Sidmouth, for 
in those days there were no telegraphs. 


Another place that was on Queen Vic- | 


toria’s black books was Bath, where as a 
young girl, prior to her accession to the 
throne, she had heard such unfriendly crit- 
icisms made by the crowd concerning her 
personal appearance that she burst into 
tears, while Dublin was boycotted by her 
late Majesty during a period of some forty 
years owing to the refusal of the municipal- 
ity to vote a site for a statue of the Prince 
@onsort, which shortly after Ris death one 
of his admirers wished to present to the 
Trish metropolis. Nor was it unttl the splen- 
did service rendered by the Irish troops in 
the south African war that the Queen for- 


gave t affront put upon her much lament- 
ed hus during the first moment’s of 
her widowhood by the City of Dublin. 


Emperor Francis Joseph, the present King 


_of Portugal, the Prince Regent of Bavana, 


the King of Saxony, and the young King of 
Spain, as well as King Leopold, all of them 
Roman Catholic rulers, are forced to boy- 
cott Rome owing to the impossibility of re- 
conciling their obligdtions to the Italian 
King with those to the Pope, and King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel boycotts Vienna owing to the 
failure of the Austrian Emperor to return 
the visits paid to the Austrian court by his 
grandfather,

to play a part in a drama and he must also 
take his place in the brass band and give 
a daily parade. In all of the smaller towns 
it is common to see the players “ double 
in the brass,’ but it has remained for the 
property-man of McVicker’s Theater to de- 
velop a double” in the provisions which 
are doled out to the performefs in “ The 
Suburban,” the present attraction at Mc- 
Vicker’s. In the first act one of the scenes 
shows a portion of a restaurant, and the 
principal actors take their places at one 
of the tables and are served with seltzer 
lemonades. 

*“ Bob"’ Van Dusen, the property-master, 
carefully prepares these lemonades for the 
players, squeezing every drop from the 
lemons in the process of transforming them 
into lemonade. Then the rinds are cut up 
into circles and put into the glasses of 
water which the small boys hawk about 
in the race scene of the third act. There is 
actually nothing of lemonade in the glasses; 
they contain only clear water and the pieces 
of lemon peel, but the thirsty supernumer- 
aries grab them asthe boys pass to and fro 
along the track before the race is run. It 
is a case of anything to “ wet their pipes ”’ 
for the series of shouts necessary to carry 
on the scene. 

When J. H. Gilmour, the dignified Robert 
Gordon of the cast, heard of the feat which 
Van Dusen makes the lemons perform he 
dubbed the process ‘‘ doubling on the lem- 
ons,’ and the phrase has stuck to the race- 
track lemonade, which is called ‘‘ double ” 
by all of the players and the super army 
as well, 


W. 8. Hart, the Sir Ralph Gordon of *‘ The 
Suburban ”’ cast aft McVicker’s Theater, was 
a crack athlete before he took up the pro. 
fession of acting, and he was selected to 
go abroad with the Manhattan team when 
that famous organization undertook to carry 
war into the English camp. For two years 
Mr. Hart devoted himself to athletics, and 
in New York he held the amateur cham- 
pionship for boxing. He was a great sprin- 
ter also, but his specialty was boxing. In 
the athletic field Mr. Hart was a contem- 
porary of Malcolm Webster Ford, one of 
the principals in the recent tragedy. Ford 
was seven or eight years Mr. Hart’s senior 
in years, but on the common ground of ath- 
letics they met as equals. Ford belonged 
to the Manhattan club, but left it to join 
the New York Athletic club in order that 
he might run a match race with one of the 
Manhattan men. He was beaten in the race. 
Mr. Hart now keeps up only a desultory bit 
of his athletics, but he still enjoys sports 
of all sorts. In the fight which the two boys 
engage in in “‘ The Suburban” his assist- 
ance was of great value in giving the com- 
batants the proper directions for fighting. 

Manager Frank McKee, by arrangement 
with Liebler & Co., has been able to secure 
the services of Kyrie Bellew as a joint star 
in connection with Mary Mannering in the 
forthcoming production of Lytton’s ‘ The 
Lady of Lyons.”

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Miss Gilder’s New York Letter. 


EW YORK, May 24.—[Special.]— 
I think managers must be hard 
put to it for good plays when they 
give us such fuss and feathers 
as “‘ The Lady of Lyons ” in these 
enlightened days. Either because 
the days are enlightened, or I am enlighteried 
by being older, but I find an evening with 
Bulwer Lytton’s play anything but an un- 
mixed joy. But I suppose it will go on be- 
ing played to the end of time. There is 
scarcely an actor, living or dead, who has 
not played Claude Meinotte, or an actress 
who has not played Pauline. They have all 
got to do it sooner or later, so I suppose the 
sooner the better; then they can have it 
over with. 

A sort of madness seems to take hold 
of the theatrical world at the close of the 
season, as a silliness seems to seize the 
press in the dog days./It is at this time bf 
the year that “‘ The Hunchback,” “ The Lady 
of Lyons,’’ and other plays of equally innocu- 
ous qualities are brought to the front by 
actors and actresses who have been star- 
ring all the season in one part. Miss Viola 
Allen, who has been playing “* In the Palace 
of the King” for the last two years, turns 
her thoughts to “‘ The Hunchback” after 
her season in Mr. Crawford's play has ended. 
Miss Mary Mannering, having played for 
two seasons in “* Janice Meredith,”’ turns to 
“The Lady of Lyons” for mental change 
and relaxation. Frank McKee, Mise Man- 
nering’s manager, to humor the star who 
has put so much money in his pocket, has 
produced “‘The Lady of Lyons” without 
regard to expense. The play was seen for 
the first time on Monday night at the Gar-

rick Theater, and a large and fashionable 


audience showed its appreciation of the per- 
formance by applauding most vociferously 


and laughing at all the ald-time jokes. 


R. McKEE did well to select Kyrle 
Bellew to play Claude Melnotte to 
Miss Mannering’s Pauline. I 
should say that Melnotte was the 
crowning achievement of Mr. Bel- 
lew’s career. There is no more artificial 
part than that of Claude Melnotte in the 
whole range of drama, and no more artificial 
actor than Kyrle Bellew on the stage. He 
knows his business from a to z thoroughly. 


‘Every turn of his eyebrow, every roll of his 


eye, every wafture of his hands, every 
posture of his legs, is the perfection of 
theatrical mechanics. It always seemed to 
me as though he had the stage marked off 
with chalk lines and that he stood at cer- 


tain of these Hnes to repeat certain lines 


in the play. Nothing could be more fault- 
less, more fireless, than his performance. It 
has grace, but no charm; elocutionary ef- 
fects, but no passion. He looks a picture, 
but he doesn’t book real. And yet his per- 
formance is much admired by critics who 
are more or less cautious in their bestowal 
of praise. To me Mr. Bellew is utterly with- 
out magnetism; but he knows his business. 

It takes just such declamatory art as his 
to give such lines as these effect: 


This is the heaviest blow of all! What a heart 
I have wronged! Do not fear me, sir; lam notall 
hardened. I will not rob her of a holier love than 
mine. Pauline, angel of love and mercy, your 
memory shall lead me back to virtue! The hus- 
band of a being #0 beautiful in her noble and sub- 
lime tenderness may be poor—may be low born 
(there is no guilt im the decrees of Providence)— 
but he should be one who can look thee in the 
face without a blush—to whom thy love,does not 
bring remorse—who can fold thee to his heart and 
say ‘‘ Here there is no deceit!"’ Iam not that man! 

And again at the fall of the curtain: 

There is my hand! Mother, your blessing. 
(Goes to the widow, r.) I shall see you again—a. 
better man than a Prince—a man who has bought 
the right to high thoughts by brave deeds. And 
thou! thou! so wildly worshiped, so guiltily be- 
trayed—all is mot yet lost! for thy memory, at 
least, must be mine till death! If I live, the name 
of him thou hast once loved shal! not rest .dis- 
honored—if I fall, amidst carnage and the 
roar of battle, my soul will fy back to thee, and 


love shall share with death my last sigh! More— 
more would I speak to thee—to pray—to bless! 
But no; when I am less unworthy I will utter it to 
heaven—I cannot trust myself to (turning to Des- 
chappelles)——-Your pardon, sir; they are my last 
words. Farewell! 

Could anything be more artificial! 


ISS MANNERING made a pretty 
and graceful Pauline. It must be 
difficult for an actress of the mod- 
ern school to recite such lines as 
fell to her part with any great de- 
gree of success. I don’t know just why Miss 
Mannering wanted to play this part, for, 
though the play is called “ The Lady of 
Lyons,” she is of the least consequence. The 
play is all for Melnotte. All the good lines 
are his and her part is of little value com- 
pared withithe man's. But the audience 
seemed to like her performance or perhaps 
it was Miss Mannering herself they liked, 
for she was wildly applauded and the cur- 
tain calls were innumerable. 


RS. FISKE’S return engagement 
at the Manhattan Theater has 
every evidence of being a financial 
success, which must. be a matter 
of congratulation to the actress 
and certainly a matter of congratulation to 
her many friends. At the special matinée 
of “A Doll’s House” given on Wednesday 
afternoon, the theater was packed from pit 
to dome, and if it were not for the strict 
enforcement of the fire laws standing room 
would have been ata premium. Mrs. Fiske 
gave an admirable performance of Ibsen's 
disagreeable play and she was supported by 
an excellent company. Max Figman, who 
played the odious Torwald Helmer, seemed 
to be just such a man as Ibsen intended, 
self-centered and brutal when his pride was 
wounded. There wasn’t a part in the whole 
play that was not well done. The Dr. Rank 
of Mr. Claus Bogel was particularly good. 

We may say what we like about Ibsen’s 
plays being disagreeable, but we cannot 
deny the hold they have upon us, nor their 
argumentative effect. One could sit up all 
night arguing for or against Ibsen’s char- 
acterizations. A curious thing about this 
“old wolf of the North” is that he drags 
some unpleasant decadent idea into all of 
his plays, without its having any bearing 
on the plot; as, for instance, Dr. Rank. His 
feelings toward Nora have nothing to do 
with the working out of the plot, yet they 
are dragged into the play; the unpleasant- 
ness of a man telling a married woman that 
he loves her just when he is about to, die 
could only be conceived by Ibsen. If did 
Rank no good, and it did Nora noharm. She 
did not care for him. She was sorry he was 
going to die, for she liked him as a friend, 
but that he was in love with her did not af- 
fect her life in any degree. But I dare say 
he is Ibsen's favorite character in the play. 

E all admit that Ibsen is a master 
builder of plays, and yet it seems 
to me that the situation that makes 
“A Doll's House” possible is an 
impossible one. Would any living 
woman leave a letter that was going to 
wreck her life in a post box fastened to her 
own door? Nora's one aim was to keep 
Helmer from reading Krogstadt’'s incrimi- 


. nating letter, and yet she let that letter le 


in a tin box with a glass door without mak- 
ing any effort to get it out except a futile 
picking at the lock with a hairpin. One 
good kick of her agile foot and the box 
would have fallen open on the floor. She 
could easily have accounted for the wreck- 
age, for Nora was skillful at fibbing. But 
then if she had done this most natural thing 
there would have been no play.

At Memorial Hall in Philadel- 
phia an opportunity for this engaging 
task is offered.’ A wonderful collection of 
curious headgear, reflecting the vanities of 
women of different ages, has been assembled 
there and placed along with the gorgeous 
array of textiles and costumes. And it is 
an interesting collection indeed, with suffi- 
cient novelty attached to it to command 


One of the bandboxes is about as inter- 
esting as some of the hats, being a paste- 
board affair about the size of a washtub and 
covered with gay blue and gold wallpaper. 
The bonnets themselves, which in the main 
typify the feminine headgear of the last 
century, may be divided into two general 
classes—those worn before 1850 and those 
that have flourished since that time. Be- 
cause of their extinctness and the absence of 
'* those who admired them when they occupied 
positions on the pinnacle of fashion, the 
older ones, those that reigned in popularity — 
up to the middie of the century, are the most 
interesting. The most simple and charming 
of all is a fascinating Frenchy bit in dotted 

mull. The scantily ruffied brim is shirred on 
] to a flat, round créwn, while a curtain-like 
arrangement falls from under the brim at the 
back and sides. The mere appearance ofit | 
is enough to make a woman feel coquettish. 

Ten years later the prevailing styles were 
stiff, immense affairs in Panama and Leg- 
horn, decidedly interesting as to desig.., but, - 
from the standpoint of the woman of today, 
anything but pretty. The hats of this day 
were cut short in the back and held down at 
the sides by blue brocade ribbons, making a 
broad poke of it. Then in 1830 the style of 
-woman’s headgear known as the calache

“The government has no more right to 


issue misleading reports about crops,” says 


Harry Avery, ‘‘than it has to issue false 
charts of the coast lines or give false loca- 
tions of lighthouses. The crop bureau is sup- 
posed to be run in the interest of the farmers 
of the country, but the invariable effect of 
its estimates is to depress prices. The bureau 
would do more good to the farmérs, the trade, 
and the country generally if it were closed 
indefinitely.”’

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IVERNMENT ethnologists recently 
have-been making a study of the lan- 
guage of feathers, as they are used 
among the Indians, and they have 
gathered some interesting facts on the 


subject. 

“The feathers worn by a warrior on his 
head or attached to his clothing are not 
merely for decorative purposes,”’ said Pro- 
fessor W. J. MeGee of the Bureau of Eth- 
nology. “They are a record of the doings 
of the individual, of his personal history, and 
of his feats of prowess in arms. Suppose, 
for examplé, that a man has several feathers 
upright on his crown. It means that he

** Eagle down is worn by the medicine men 
to indicate the possession of mysterious 
power, rendering the wearer alert and swift, 
and making him invisible to enemies and in- 
vulnerable to arrow and tomahawk. 

“The famous Sioux war bonnet, which is 
the most beautiful headdress ever devised 
by human ingenuity, is an expression of 
swiftness and courage—the attributes of the 
eagle, from which the feathers are obtained, 
which chiefly compose the ornament. In. 
this case the individual feathers do not tell 
any story. However, only men with great 
records wear the full war bonnets. 

‘** You see, the feathers always have some 
significance. A killing is indicated by a 
feather; another feather may mean wounds 
received, and so it goes. The object of ft is 
that all men who behold the head of the war- 
rior shall know just what he has done.

as well. No Indian would wish to survive 
the loss of his own scalp, yet he wears on his 
head a scalplock left long for the purpose of 
enabling his foe to scalp him without difi- 
culty. It is a mark of bravery—a challenge 
and a-taunt. 

** Necklaces of human fingers are some- 
times worn as trophies, telling a story of 
their own, but they also possess value as 
charms. They are supposed to give to the 
wearer deftness and manual dexterity. 

‘This sort of symbolism pervades all of 
the apparel and appurtenances of the 
Indian. His shield, if he uses one, 
protects him against arrows not  be- 
cause of the toughness of:its material. but 
thanks to a charm painted or attached to the 
inside of it. In early days most Indians had 
a design tattooed on their backs, represent- 
ing a. shield or often a totem—the sign of the 
guardian divinity of the individual. This 
mark was supposed to serve as. a shield 
against foes approaching from the rear. 

‘‘The most remarkable shield symbol that 
I know of is a shell, sometimes a clamshell, 
worn in the nose, the septum of which is per- 
forated for the purpose. It gives protection 
to the wearer just as it shielded originally 
the mollusk whose house it was.’’

WEIRD SCENE AT 


TYPICAL Indian funeral took place 
at Fort Hall Indian agency, Idaho, 
recently, and all of the ancient usages 
and customs of the race were carried 
out wtih dramatic effect. 

After laying out the dead Indian in hand- 
some native costume, painting one side of ; 
his face an olive green and the other a 
bright orange, the friends proceeded to col- 
leet the effects of the deceased and divide 
them, among the mourners. The trading post 
was’ next visited. Here about $150 was 
spent in purchasing such articles as beads, 
blankets, fancy bags, red cloth, shawls, 
pipes, calico, and other things, all dear to 
the Indian heart. 

Then active preparations began for the 
funeral proper, which was set for the follow- 
ing day. Throughout the night those who 
had been favored with the personal effects 
of the dead Indian howled and shricked in 
hideous fashion. Early in the morning the 
body was carried to a convenient hill. There 
it was met by a delegation of mournerscom- 
posed for the most part of squaws, stripped 
to the waist and with their legs bared to the 
knees. As soon as the procession of body- 
bearers hove in sight the squaws set up 
a low wailing cry, and without interruption, 
save for occasional ear-splitting shrieKs 
from the braves, they kept this up for some 
time in rude unison. As they wailed they 
eut their arms and legs with knives, bits 
of stone, or glass, causing the blood to flow 
freely. When the flow from these wounds 
partly or completely ceased they would tear 
the gashes with their fingernails to bring 
on renewed bleeding. This torture is one of 
the prime evidences of their sorrow. ' Above 
the din created by the mourners & voice 
could occasionally be heard recounting the 
virtues of the deccasced. 

For three hours this ceremony went on. 
Then some friend of the dead Indian con- 
ceived the idea of a double funeral as more 
ftting evidence of grief. The mourners at 
once P ed to exhume the body of a 
little child of the deceased that had been 
buried the week previous. After the body 
had been taken from the grave it was given 
to a big squaw, who clapsed the little one 
to her bosom, mounted @ pony, and rode 
back and forth through the crowd shout- 
ing the virtues of both father and child in 

antastic fashion. 

g In the meantime agrave had been dug. It 
was twice as large as was necessary to con- 
tain the body, but another was prepared for 
the child at right angles with that of the 
father; making the whole resemble a letter 
T. The bodies were then tumbled into these 
rough holes in the ground, the head of the 
child. resting against the side of the father. 
Both were appropriately painted and decorat- 
ed and then the squaws set up an awful 
wailing, which in effect eclipsed any of their 
previous efforts. Next came the donations 
to the-dead. Articles of every description 
which might prove beneficial or entertaining 
to the Indian in the “ happy hunting ground ”’ 
were lavished upon his body until the grave

In this survey of nature Sir Robert remarks 
the early distinction made between the 
planets and the fixed stars, and as at last 
the biblical reference to the moon and stars. 
having purpose omly to light the world at 
night, begam to fade, he says: 

“The astonishing truth was then dis- 
closed that the five planets, Jupiter and 
Saturn, Mercury, Venus, and Mars. stood 
in a remarkable relation to the earth. For, 
as each of these planets was found to revolve 
around the sun, and as the earth also re- 
volved around the sun. the assumed differ- 
ence in character between the earth and the 
planets tended to vanish altogether.. There 
was, in fact, no essential difference. If. in- 
deed, the earth was smaller than Jupiter and 
Saturn, yet it was considerably greater and 
heavier than Mars’or Mercury, and it was 

Imost exactly the same size and weight as 

enus. There was clearly nothing in the 
question of bulk to. indicate any marked 
difference between our earth and the plarn- 
ets. It was also observed that there was no- - 
distinction to be drawn between the way in 
which the earth revolved around the sun 
and the ents of the planets. No doubt 
the earths not so near the sun as Mercury; 
it is not @o near the sun as even Venus; on 
the other hand, the sun is nearer the earth 
than Mars, while Jupiter is a long way far- 


and the uns. .within. supa, the astronomer 
turns tothe nebular theory, with the remark, 
‘“We tinyve to show that a satisfactory ex- 
planation of these‘ remarkable phenomena 
is forthcoming, and that it is provided by the 
famous doctrine of evolution.”’ 

The nebular theory was made possible by 
the telescope of the last half century. For 
not only does this great instrument reveal 
stars invisible to the naked eye, and groups 
of stars that in their magnificence are of 
unspeakable grandeur, but the glass shows 
nebule, the fire mist of the creation, occupy- 
ing space compared to which the surface of 
the earth is only an invisible dot. The great 
nebula in Orion is cited as one of the greatest 
of these, and of the photograph of it taken at 
the’Lick observatory the author says: 

** As to the actual extent of the space which 
it occupies we cannot speak with confidence. 
The fact is that ‘with every increase in the 
power of the telescope the nebula appears to 
encroach more and more on the darkness of 
Space around. We give a representation of 
the Great Nebula as it appears on a photo- 
graphic plate obtained at the Lick observa- 
tory in California. But no picture can ade- 
quately’représent the extraordinary delicacy 
of the object and the softness and tenderness 
With which the blue nebulous light fades 
i the black sky around. And it nivfst not 

imagingd that. th® metula, as seen on this 
picture, hepresents the wimost limits of the 
object itself. Every prolongation of the ex- 
posure, every increase in the sensitiveness 
of the plate, shows more and more the extent 
of the nebula.”’

Possibilities of the Telescope. 
_As to the possibilities of the telescope with 
reference to the nebule of the night skies, 
Sir Robert tells the experience of Professor 
Keeler in photographing with the Crossly 
refiector: 
***He was a little surprised to find’that on 
the same plate which gave him the nebula 
at which he was aiming, there were no 
fewer than seven other small nebulous ob- 
ects previously unknown to astronomers. 
t at first appeared to him that this must 
be an unusual number of nebule to find 
crowded together on one plate which covered 
no more than one square degree of the heav- 
ens, an area about five or six times as large 
as the area ofthefullmoon. Subsequent ex- 
perience, however, showed him that ‘this 
fact, however astonishing, was not at all 
vnusual....In- fact,.he.found to his amaze- 
ment that,.expose the plate where he pleased, 
he generally’ obtained new nebule upon it, 
and sometimes even a much larger number 
‘than the seven which so greatly surprised 
him at first.’’ 


without form and void. . . .. Let it suffice 
to notice, for the present, that our reasoning 
has led us to a time when the sun consisted 
only of a rarefied gaseous material, and let 
us give to the matter in this condition the 
name which astronomers apply to any object 
of a similar character wherever they may 
meet with it in the universe.4.. . Why, 
then, should we withhold the sun of 
primitive days the designatiog to which it 
seems to be so fully entitled? Why should 
we not speak of it as a nebula?” : 

From this nebulous origin of the sun the 
author tufns to the earth, showing that for 
ages it has been radating heat, just as the 
sun has been radiating it and contracting, 
and from an earth that now has a tempera- 
ture of 80 degrees at a depth of one mile, he 
goes back to an earth that once not only was 
in a molten state, but to a globe that was as 
vaporous as ever the sun was. And out of 
this reasoning he points toan earth that is in 
a moken state accordingly as a steadily in- 
creasing depth marks the increase of 1° 
Fahrenheit to each sixty-six feet below the 


surface.

Interior of the Earth. 


At this point the author devotes space to 
the phenomena of volcanoes and eerth- 
quakes. At twenty miles he asserts that 
the interior of the earth should be in a fluid 
state if only it could be known whether the 
application of heat at a pressure of thou- 
sands of tons to the square inch would be 
adequate to transform solids into liquide, 
As pressure alone will convert many solide 
into liquids, however, the astronomer takes 
for granted that the interior of the earth, 
while remarkably rigid, nevertheless is in 
liquid state, the pressure of the crust alone 
being sufficient to preserve the rigidity that 
has been so long a marked characteristic. 
With this proposition, the author goes to 
show how the influences of an earthquake 
shock may be transmitted not only around 
the rim of the globe, but directly through it. 
In proof of the rapidity of these sound waves 
in traveling through the earth Sir Robert 
submits that the seisamometer of Professor 
Milne’s, in the Isle of Wight, often has re- 
corded some of the features of a Japanese 
earthquake hours in advance of the earliest 
cable reports in the newspapers. Theauthor 
devotes considerable space to this inetru- 
ment—which, however, was not affected by 
the volcanic eruption:at Martinique.

MAGNETISM. 


For the performance of this trick you need 
a long woodéen stick and a gold finger ring.

HERE was once a time when 
the woman who went to be 
manicured was accused of ex- 
travagance and when the 
man who patronized the 
manicurer’s chair was voted 
afop. But that time has gone 
by. Now the woman who 
never manicures is hopeless, and the man 
who does not indulge in occasional visits to 
a manicuring establishment runs the risk 
of being badly groomed. 

The beauty of the hand depends largely 
upon the prettiness of the nails. <J'wo feat- 
ures influence the nails. First, their length; 
second, their shape. Coloring enters into it 
a little, but mot much. 

The naile should be worn as long as possi- 
ble. They really cannot be too long. They 
should project beyond the finger tips, just so 
as to give them a tapering appearance, and - 
the cuticle should be pulled low at the base 
to give them a “ moon.”’ 

The nails when too long will break, so it. 


is necessary to observe some caution in the 


care of them, and It is really a task to keep 
them just the right length, of the right 
shape, and of the right color. 3 

There are three or four ways of cutting 
the nails. The rounding nail of the business 
woman is the most practical; and the square 
nail of the working woman is necessary in 
certain cases, but neither is as pretty as the 
pointed nail of the society woman. But she 
who wears the pointed nail must take the 
time to Keep it exact. 


Sharp Scissors for Pointing Nails. 


To point the nail cut it with the straight 
scissors, but do not have the point too sharp. 
It is a great mistake to shape the nai)s into 
the long, sharp point. for it breaks easilVuand 
is dangerous. 

There is a point called the Langtry nail. 
The nail grows high at each side of the fin- 
ger, 80 as to keep it in shape; then comes the 
point, which is almost a blunt one. A high 
polish finishes the nail. 

The question of cleansing the nailis proba~- 
bly the first one that occurs to a woman who 
has to do her own manicuring. If the nail 
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be scraped underneath, either with the 
cleaner or with the orange wood stick, it soon 
grows white. and a great. unsightly rim 
disfigures the tin. 

Now, a pretty nail should be pink almost 
to the finger end; and there should be 
scarcely any whitish rim. 

To obtain this pinkish appearance clean 
the nail as little as possible. When washing 
the hands rub the nails lightly over the cake 
of soap, and in washing wash out the soap 
from underneath. This is worth an hour of 
scraping, and does not injure the inner sur- 
face. 

With a little care exercised in the matter 
of cleaning the nail, the whole will soon be- 
gin to grow pinkish toward the tip, amd that 
white edge will disappear. 

As for the ** moon” at the base of the nail, 
it can only be brought out by coaxing. Usu- 
ally the first attempt to force the moon 
forth will result in great unsightly white 
spots along the base of the nail, which must 
grow out before they can be removed. 


White Spots Are Scars. 


White spots are scars and are always pro- 
duced by an injury to the base of the nail. 
Often the injury ig done with the orange 
wood stick, again it is the work of the 
cuticle knife. The nail at its base is soft 
and, if pressed upon, it will be injured and 
a white spot will result. This is the secret 
of so many disfigured finger nails, such as 
are often*found upon the fingers of the most 
fastidious women. 

Manicuring is a simple operation and 

one that can be performed at home, if pre- 
ferred, or if economy is any motive. 
_It should not be done oftener than twice 
a week at most, as nothing injures the nail 
so much as frequent clipping and cutting. 
The work of the manicure, during the week, 
is simple and consists merely in loosening 
the flesh at the base of the nail and in polish- 
ing the nail into brilliancy. 

When manicuring begin by soaking the 
fingers in lukewarm water. It is surprising 
how large a part this plays in the process 
yet how often it isneglected. A certain wom- 
an who is noted for her pretty pink tips 


cultivated the habit of soaking one hand in 
water fifteen minutes, reading the while. 
She then lays aside her book and finishes 
the manicuring of the hand. 


_ The other hand is then treated in the 


eg 


same way with the preliminary fifteen min- 
utes’ soaking, and the result is something 
that is worth while, 

Few people realize that, in dealing with 
the nail, they are ref@lly dealing with a sub- 


stance that is pliable; the nail can be soft- 
ened by soaking and it can then be almost 
molded into the right shape, Whi.e the co.or 
is easily changed when the surface is thus 
softened. 


After the finger tips have been soaked 
fifteen minutes it is time to clip away the 
ragged bits of cuticle. Do not cut off the 
cuticle in strips, as is the custom with so 
many. Let it remain on. It will harden 


-when the hands get dry and will really pro- 


tect the pretty moon. 

Keep pushing back the skin and clip off 
such portions as appear to be ragged. Some- 
times the cuticle scissors are not necessary 
and, if so, it is an indication that the hands 
are in excellent condition indeed. 

Then comes the shaping of the nail. Use 
your judgment as to the shape, but do n 
make the mistake of clipping it closely at tle 
sides. Leave the sides as high as you can, 
for this high nail supports the finger ends 
and keeps them from getting thick. You will 
find that where the corners of the nails are 
cut away the finger invariably sags, lacking 
the necessary support. The taper finger tip 
is the one whose nail is not cut away at the 
corners. 

Now, when the nails are shaped, comes 
the time for coloring them. If you like pink 
nails you can use a little nail rouge. This is 
a red salve which is rubbedin. Little should 
be used. Touch the finger to the salve and 
**dab’’ each nall slightly with it, touching 
it in the middie. Do not let it get under the 
skin, for it is hard to get out. 


Powder Should Be Used Last. 


The powder comes last. And about this

Those who do not want a polish can be 
content with washing off the rouge and with 
rubbing the nails in the palm of the hand. 
Take each hand separately and rub the nails 
briskly in the palm of the other hand. | 

The nails now have a clean, perfectly 
groomed appearance, and their dullness is 
one of their beauties. 

It is necessary, finally, to wash the hands 
with soap to get off the powder. And then 
comes a chance for alittle cold cream, which 


should be rubbed into the hands to keepti, 
from chapping and into the skin.at 
of the nail to keep it from growing fast ang 
making hang nails.

As 
familiar as the portrait of 
President or Governor, as the

Entering, the choir will 
render the anthem, “I Was Glad When 
They Said Unto Me: Let Us Go Into the 
House of the Lord.:’ The King’s scholars 
of the Westminster school will have wel- 
comed the royal pair outside, and when the 
King and Queen have passed into the great 
church each Will kneel in prayer ata foot- 
stool in front of the coronation chairs—the 
chair for the Queen having been first used 
by Queen Mary Tudor. 

Following prayer the Most Rev. Fred- 
erick Temple, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
with the Lord High Chancellor, the Lord 
Great Chamberlain, and the Garter King 
of Arms formally will present the King, each 
in turn. 

Then the lords carrying the regalia will 
step forward and the Very Rev. George 
Granville Bradley, Dean of Westminster, 
will place this regalia on the altar. Brit- 
ain’s regalia suffered at the hands of Crom- 
well and of his Parliament. But for them 
it might have been 600, years old; instead 
the insignia to be used at the coming in- 
yestiture dates back only 260 years. This 
regalia is familiar to the visitor at the Tower 
of London—crowns, scepters, jewels, orbs, 
swords, dishes, flagons, sacramental plates,

Next in order will be, the ceremonials which 
a few months ago attracted so much atten- 
tion when considered by the Court of Claims. 
Many of these have been eliminated, but 
among those left will be the presentation 
of the sword of state, the standards, and 
then the orb will be put in the King’s right 
hand. He will be, divested of the crimson 
robe of state. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury will give the scepter to the King, while 
the Lord of the Manor of Worksop will sup- 
port the King’s right hand, on the little finger 
of which will be placed a ring. 

Then will come the crowning of King Ed- 
ward VII. The Primate will take the crown 
from the altar and place it on King Edward's 
head, trumpéts will be sounded, and guns at 
the places where guns are stationed will fire 
salutes. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury will ad- 
dress the King, exhorting him to be strong 
and of good courage so that he may receive 
the crown of righteousness; the people will 
put on their coronets, and, the presentation 
of the Bible having been made, the King will 
be enthroned by leading him to the hitherto 
unoceupied coronation chair. Another sol- 
emn admonition of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury will be followed by marks of homage 
by the Archbishops, Bishops, and people.

Anointing of the Queen. 
When King Edward has been crowned 


four peeresses, holding: a magaificent pall, 
will advance, spreading {t above the Queen’s 
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head. Thus she will be anointed. The King 

will put a ring on her finger, the Archbishop 
of York will place the crown on her head, 
and the scepter and ivory rod and dove will 
be, placed in her hands. Prayers willt be 


delivered, the peeresses will put on their cor- 


onets, and the services will end with the cel- 
ebration of communion, the King and Queen 
both participating and the King presenting 
the bread and wine. 

Immediately after this ceremony the King 
and Queen, sovereigns by all that custom, 
law. and pageantry can command, will re- 
turn to Buckingham Palace.

The anointing of the King as a detail of 
the ceremonies is one of the oldest of cus- 
toms and one of the most interesting, at the 
present day. This anointing fluid is a mix- 
ture for the purpose, poured into an ampulla 


re and dished with a golden spoon. 


King Bdward, in receiving the anointing oil, 
will wear a sort of shirt of crimson sacre- 
net with holes where the anointing oils can 
be applied to his armsand breast. The head, 
the breast, and arms are anointed in turn, 
-denoting glory, sanctity, and strength. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury, pouring some of 
the consecrated oil into the spoon from the 
ampulla, held by the Dean of Westminster, 
will first anoint the palms of the King’s 
hands in the form of a cross, exclaiming: 
“ Be these hands anointed with the holy oil,” 
and will use the same words in anointing 
subsequently the breast, thirdly both shoul- 
ders, and fourthly the elbows. Lastly he 
will anoint the crown of the King’s head, 
saying: ‘‘ Be this head anointed with holy 
oil, as Kings and prophets were anointed, 
and as Solomon was anointed King by Zadok 
the priest and Nathan the prophet, so be you 
anointed, blessed, and consecrated King over 
this people, whom the Lord your God hath 
given you to govern, in the name of the 
Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost, amen.”’ 


Benediction to Conclude Ceremony. 
‘The Dean will then lay the ampulla and 
spoon upon the altar, amd? the King kneeling, 
the Archbishop standing on the north side of 
the altar, will pronounce the benediction. 

The King will then arise and resume his, 
place on the throne, and the Dean of West- 
minster, having first dried all the places 
anointed, except the head and the hands, 
with cotton wool, will close with the ribbons 
attached to the places open for the anoint- 
ing im the King’s crimson sarcenet shirt or 
coat. And then the Archbishop will place 
the coif of lawn on the King’s head and linen 
gloves on his hands for a few moments, in 
order to remove the holy oll. The Queen wil) 
only be anointed on the forehead, as consort, 
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although the late Queen Victoria, as Queen 
Regnant, was anointed on shoulders and 
arms. and breast as well. 

In the street pageantry, the state coach, 
or a modern substitute, wil? be used, and the 
procession may be formed om two days—on 
June 26, the day before the coronation, and 
on June 27. In this event two routes will be 
traversed. At least one of these routes will 
be by way of Constitution Hill, Piccadilly, 
St. James’ street, Pall Mall, Trafalgar 
Square, Duncannon street, Strand, Fleet 
street, Ludgate Hill, the south side of St. 
Paul's churchyard to Cheapside, the Man- 
sion House, King William street, London 
Bridge, Borough High street, Borough road, 
St. George’s Circus, Westminster Bridge 
road, Westminster Bridge, Parliament stree*, 
Whitehall, the Horse Guards, andthe Center 
Mall to Buckingham Palace. 


Are All of Edward’s Titles Genuine? 


Having been King for more than a year, 
however, and at last crowned, according to 
his wish, “ Edward VII., by the grace of 
God, of the United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India, and of the British Domin- 
ions Beyond the Seas,” it is questioned still 
if Edward is to be the monarch that the title 
might imply. 

According to Lord North, “ The appear- 
ance of power is all that a King of this coun- 
try can have.” 

In the House of Lords, too, Lord Erskine 
declared: ‘“‘The King can perform no act 
of government himself, and no man ought 
to be received within the walls of this House 
to declare that any act of government has 
proceeded from the private will and deter- 
mination or conscience of the King. The 
King as Chief Magtetrate can have no con- 
science which is not in the trust of responsi- 
ble subjects. When he delivers the seals of 
office to the officers of state his conscience, 
as it regards the state, accompanies them. 
No act of stateor of government, therefore, 
can be the King’s. He cannot act but by

advice, and he who holds office sanctions 
what is done, from whatever sourcé it may 
proceed.” 
However, the King may dismiss conscience 
with his keys of office, too. Sir Samuel 
Romilly on a Memorable occasion went even 
further when gaid: There can be no 
exercise of preragative in which the King 
is without some adviser. He might seek the 
counsel of any man, however objectionable, 
but that man would be responsible for the 
advice given and for the acts cf the crown. 
There was no copstitutiona!l doctrine more 
important than tiris for the protection of the 
crown. History has unfolded the evils of a 
contrary principlé having‘ prevailed.’’
